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Armed robbers hit the Castro

C rime is like a tide that ebbs and flows, and in recent 
months the Castro has been hit by a small tsunami 
of no-nonsense, gunpoint, hand-it-over tough guy 
robberies. Three stores in the Castro District were 
victim to armed robberies last week, and two deadly weapon 
holdups on lone pedestrians happened in the neighborhood. 
Now officers of the San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) 
are sending messages of caution to employees, visitors, and 
residents of the area and are asking for public cooperation in 
bringing the robbery spree to an end. 

The first of last weeks robberies happened at the 7-Eleven 
store at the corner of 18th and Noe streets. The store was held 
up in the early morning hours Monday, April 26 at around 1:25 
a.m. It is the second time the store has been hit in six days and 
the second life-threatening experience for the clerk on duty. 
(See Crime and Punishment, “Big Gulp at 7-11,” April 22). 


In this second robbery the suspect entered the store, pulled 
a small black handgun from the waistband of his pants, and 
pointed the gun at the female clerk. The suspect then de¬ 
manded all the money from the clerk, pointing the weapon at 
her face as she moved toward the cash register. As the suspect 
threatened her with the gun, the clerk began handing him 
cash from the register. Four customers entered the store, and 
the suspect ordered them to the back of the store, where he 
forced them to lie on the floor. He then grabbed the cash from 
the clerk - approximately $55 - and ran out of the store. 

The suspect in the 7-Eleven robbery is described as a 
white male with a mustache, between 35 to 40 years old, 6 
feet 3 inches tall, with a slim build. He was last seen running 
eastbound on 18th Street, wearing a gray sweatshirt. 

Cafe Monaco allegedly was rolled for a considerably larg¬ 
er amount of cash Wednesday, April 28 at 12:05 a.m. The 
owner of the restaurant reported that as he was leaving the 
restaurant from the back door, the suspect, who was waiting 
in the back alley, jumped him and said “give me the money.” 


The owner tried to run back into the restaurant and close 
the door behind him, but the suspect forced it open and 
grabbed the owner. A wrestling match ensued and the sus¬ 
pect pulled a snub-nosed 38 caliber pistol from his pocket. 
Pointing the gun at the owner’s head, the suspect stole over 
$1,000 and was last seen running back into the alley behind 
the restaurant. The owner reports that the suspect contin¬ 
ued running and was lost among the maze of buildings on 
the 400 block of Castro Street. 

The suspect is described as a white male adult, around 5 
feet 7 inches tall, approximately 160 pounds, with blue-green 
eyes. He was last seen wearing a black ski mask, a black 
sweater, and black jeans. 

A Different Light Bookstore was nailed Friday, April 30 
at midnight by a suspect that lingered in the store for over an 
hour. The suspect apparently waited until he was the last cus¬ 
tomer in the store and then approached the clerk at the reg¬ 
ister. He removed a small handgun from the sweatshirt he

Queen Elizabeth, Prince 
Charles, respond to 
London gay bar bombing

A powerful nail bomb that exploded in 
a central London gay bar Friday, 
April 30 injured 66 customers and 
claimed the lives of two men and a woman. 
By the end of the weekend, 22 patrons of the 
Admiral Duncan pub on Old Compton 
Street in the fashionable Soho district re¬ 
mained hospitalized, mostly men in their 
20s and 30s; seven were seriously injured, 
and Five were in critical condition. Three 
have had legs amputated. 

Police have charged 22-year-old engineer 
David Copeland with murder in the attack, 
and with additional charges stemming from 
two explosions that inured 45 people in 
mostly ethnic London neighborhoods in re¬ 
cent weeks. Nineteen victims of those bomb¬ 
ings remain hospitalized. 

Right wing groups had claimed respon¬ 
sibility for all three attacks, but a key Scot¬ 
land Yard spokesman said Copeland does 
not appear to be linked to the extremist 
groups. At a news conference late Sunday, 
Assistant Commissioner of Metropolitan 
Police David Veness said Copeland was 
specifically not associated with the neo-Nazi 
White Wolves and Combat 18 groups that 
reportedly claimed responsibility for the ex¬ 
plosions. 


Within hours of the Admiral Duncan ex¬ 
plosion, police closed in on the village of 
Cove, southwest of London, and arrested 
Copeland. Reportedly, authorities found a 
makeshift bomb factory, complete with ex¬ 
plosives and bags of screws and nails like 
those used in the bombs.

Just in time for Mother's Day: 

OrchidMania set to 
bloom this weekend

M other’s Day is fast ap¬ 
proaching, which means 
it’s time for OrchidMa- 
nia’s 10th annual Mother’s Day 
sale this Saturday and Sunday, 
May 8-9 in San Francisco. The 
“World’s Largest Orchid Garage 
Sale,” as it’s called, will feature 
thousands of gorgeous orchids, 
with proceeds going to a variety of 
local and international grassroots 
HIV/AIDS organizations. 

Admission is free during the 
weekend event, although there is a 
breakfast preview Saturday morn¬ 
ing starting at 8:30 a.m.; for a $20 
donation, people can enjoy pas¬ 
tries and get the first look at the 
orchid wonders at the conference 
center at Fort Mason. As with pre¬ 
vious OrchidMania events, atten¬ 
dees will get a chance to take home 
some valuable orchid-growing 
tips and watch demonstrations 
from orchid growers. 

Brian Metzler, president of Or- 
chidMania’s board of directors, 
said organizers are planning for a 
great turnout at this year’s sale, 
which would result in much- 
needed funds being generated for 
the benefiting groups. “While we 


do not celebrate 10 years of need 
for our work, we do rejoice in our 
service to many,” Metzler stated. 

Last year’s event raised about 
$40,000, and Metzler hopes be¬ 
tween 2,500 and 3,000 people 
come to OrchidMania this week¬ 
end. “We’d like to make the elusive 
$50,000 mark,” Metzler told the 
B.A.R. He added that this year, the 
orchid sale will take place in an 
area about twice the size of the 
firehouse, where the event took 
place last year. Just about every¬ 
thing will be on display, he said. 
“There will be lots of blooming 
orchids.” The orchids are donated 
from growers around the world. 

OrchidMania provides funds 
to AIDS programs that receive lit¬ 
tle or no taxpayer support. Since 
many of the plant donations come 
from outside the U.S. and the need 
is great, some of the financial sup¬ 
port from orchid sales goes to pro¬ 
grams in Asia and Latin America. 
Local groups that will receive sup¬ 
port include Bay Area HIV Sup¬ 
port Education Services (BAH- 
SES), which provides HIV educa¬ 
tion and prevention, counseling, 
information, referral, and other 
services in Alameda, San Francis¬ 
co, Santa Clara, Solano, and Sono¬ 
ma counties; and the needle ex¬ 


change program in Berkeley and 
Oakland run by NEED that pro¬ 
vides 200,000 free syringe ex¬ 
changes to over 1,000 East Bay res¬ 
idents annually. California’s Camp 
Sunburst, for children with AIDS 
and their families, will also benefit 
from this weekend’s event. 

International groups that will 
receive funds from OrchidMania 
include Gente para una Amor 
Nuevo (People for a New Love) in 
Santiago, Chile, which provides 
housing, food, clothing, hospice 
care, and other services; the In- 
dradevi Association in Cambodia, 
which provides HIV education 
and prevention; MITRA, which 
provides anonymous HIV testing 
and counseling services in Jakarta 
and other areas of Indonesia; the 
Nguyen Friendship Society, the 
first HIV/AIDS prevention pro¬ 
gram in Vietnam; and Support 
the Children Foundation, which 
serves orphaned and abandoned 
children infected with HIV in 
Northern Thailand. ▼

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Tubphiles file initiative

-1 mid cool breezes and under 
gray skies of what appeared 
to be just another Monday, 
safer sex activists gathered in the 
early afternoon on the steps of 
City Hall, May 3, to announce the 
filing of papers with the Depart¬ 
ment of Elections. It is the first of¬ 
ficial move to place a ballot initia¬ 
tive before voters in November 
that could overturn the city’s 
long-standing prohibition of sex¬ 
ual privacy in commercial sex es¬ 
tablishments, specifically bath¬ 
houses and sex clubs. 

The activists, known as Com¬ 
munity United for Sexual Privacy 
(CUSP), took turns speaking, 
holding large posters with bold 
black type reading “Private Spaces, 
Not Spying Faces,” emphasizing 
the safety of privacy. “The idea that 
private spaces in bathhouses in¬ 
creases the risk of STD transmis¬ 
sion is false,” said Dave Pasquarelli 
of ACT UP/San Francisco. “Bath¬ 
houses should be venues that pro¬ 
mote safer sex by providing private 
spaces where gay men can feel 
comfortable to negotiate sex.” 

The San Francisco Department 
of Public Health (DPH) has held 
to a 1984 ruling banning private 
spaces in San Francisco bathhous¬ 
es and sex clubs “in an effort,” as 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
told the Bay Area Reporter, “to re¬ 
duce the risk of new HIV infec¬ 
tions.” 

Queer Nation’s Michael Pe- 
trelis denounced Katz for not pro¬ 
viding scientific evidence that 
shows increased risk of STD trans¬ 
mission, especially HIV and AIDS. 
“Dr. Katz has provided no scien¬ 
tific evidence that private spaces 
permit riskier behavior,” Petrelis 
said. “Dr. Katz has proved himself 
to be no doctor of science.” 

The exact wording of the ini¬ 
tiative has been tentatively titled 
STD Reduction Initiative Non- 
Discrimination Policy, and stress¬ 
es the importance of maintaining 
a balance between HIV preven-

tion and privacy and civil liberties 
concerns. The activists empha¬ 
sized that bathhouses do not 
cause HIV, and that the spread of 
HIV results more from people 
who engage in unsafe sex in the 
privacy of their own homes. 

“Our message is loving and 
simple. Let our people cum,” Pe¬ 
trelis said. He defended his state¬ 
ment by saying that it is not in¬ 
tended to be an offensive message, 
but rather a sex-positive one. “San 
Francisco is able to deal with this 
message and to address it in a sex¬ 
positive manner. 

“Gay men need to feel that they 
can be open and honest about 
their sexuality, and that they can 
be trusted to act responsibly. Op¬ 
posing the bathhouse initiative is 
tantamount to sleeping with Jesse 
Helms and Pete Knight; homo- 
phobic politicians all too happy 
with San Francisco’s reactionary 
AIDS prevention policies.” 

Central to the issue, as Petrelis 
explained, is the DPH’s repressive 
measures on gay men’s sexuality 
and its policy of selective enforce¬ 
ment. “The present [DPH] AIDS 
office standards ... are discrimi¬ 
natory in that they are unfairly 
used to prevent the opening of 
gay sex establishments with pri¬ 
vate spaces and are ignored for ex¬ 
isting establishments catering to 


heterosexual clients,” he said. The 
existing establishments include 
heterosexual massage parlors and 
saunas, located in several San 
Francisco city districts. 

“Straights have massage par¬ 
lors,” Pasquarelli added. “And gays 
are being indiscriminately target¬ 
ed based on their sexuality.” 

Petrelis and Pasquarelli also 
emphasized that it is the San 
Francisco Police Department, not 
the DPH, that holds legal author¬ 
ity to regulate the city’s bathhous¬ 
es and sex clubs. “Our initiative 
would add an amendment to the 
existing police code,” said Petrelis. 

According to Ted Lakey of the 
City Attorney’s office, Katz is able 
- as director of the DPH - to 
overturn the prohibition of pri¬ 
vate spaces in the city’s bathhous¬ 
es and sex clubs, which could put 
an end to the ballot initiative. “It’s 
ultimately in the hands of the 
health department,” Lakey told 
the B.A.R. “If the director of the 
DPH decides that private spaces 
are acceptable, then the ballot ini¬ 
tiative is unnecessary.” 

The city attorney’s office is cur¬ 
rently reviewing the initiative and 
has until May 14 to complete its re¬ 
viewing procedures. The initiative 
would require 10,500 valid signa¬ 
tures by July 5 in order to make it 
on the November ballot. V 


Harry Hay elected 
pride grand marshal

arry Hay, one of the 
| founders of the modern 
8 m gay and lesbian movement, 
was elected grand marshal of this 
year’s pride parade, the Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride 
Celebration Committee, Inc. an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, May 4. 

Hay, 87, is best known for 
founding the Mattachine Society 
in 1950, the first grassroots gay or¬ 
ganization in the country. After 
the Stonewall riots in 1969, Hay 
was involved in the Gay Libera¬ 
tion Front in Los Angeles. A 
decade later, he called the first 
meeting of the Radical Faeries in 
an Arizona desert in 1979. He 
now lives in Los Angeles with his 
longtime partner John Burnside. 

Teddy Witherington, executive 
director of the committee, said 
local residents cast 295 votes for 
Hay in a community-wide ballot¬ 
ing for grand marshal last month, 
making him the clear winner. 
There were 1,346 votes cast for 18 
grand marshal candidates. Trail¬ 
ing Hay was the Reverend Jim Mi- 


tulski of Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church-San Francisco, who re¬ 
ceived 196 votes. 

Hay expressed surprise at 
being selected. Reached at his Los 
Angeles home Wednesday, May 5, 
Hay told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“Oh, really? I think that’s great.” 

“San Francisco has been a place 
where I first began to wake up to 
myself in 1925,” he said. “My moth¬ 
er was educated in San Francisco 
and my father went to the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley. I’ve 
spent a great deal of time there.” 

Hay said that back in 1950 
when he started the Mattachine So¬ 
ciety, men and women were in¬ 
volved from the beginning, but that 
later, women were primarily inter¬ 
ested in forming social organiza¬ 
tions, while men wanted to start 
political groups. “Women were in¬ 
volved in the Mattachine Society 
right from the start,” Hay said. 

Hay has had a colorful life; like 
most gay libertarians, Hay want¬ 
ed to change society rather than 
join it, according to The Trouble 
With Harry Hay , a 1990 book 
written by Stuart Timmons. In 
1996, San Francisco anthropolo-

gist and historian Will Roscoe 
edited Radically Gay, a collection 
of Hay’s writings and printed ar¬ 
ticles. 

Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays (PFLAG) was 
voted the organization grand 
marshal for the June 27 parade. 
The group, which has been popu¬ 
lar at past pride events, received 
309 votes. ▼

M ayor Willie Brown an¬ 
nounced a new, five-year 
HIV prevention effort for 
San Francisco Tuesday, May 4, 
partially funded by a $1 million 
contribution from DuPont Phar¬ 
maceuticals Company. The money 
will be channeled to a new coali¬ 
tion over five years, and the city 
will match DuPont’s grant, Brown 
said during the announcement. 

Nicholas Teti, president of the 
Delaware-based DuPont Pharma¬ 
ceuticals, challenged other com¬ 
panies to participate, with an ul¬ 
timate goal of raising $5 million 
“DuPont Pharmaceuticals is fully 
committed to HIV prevention, 
awareness, and education,” Teti 
said. “The city’s willingness to 
support this initiative is an excel¬ 
lent example of how government 
and business can work together to 
benefit society. Adequate funding 
is often what turns great ideas 
into successful initiatives.” 

Brown said the city and 
DuPont have been discussing the 
pharmaceutical company’s con¬ 
tribution for several months. The 
HIV prevention initiative will be 
coordinated by the HIV Preven¬ 
tion Outcomes Coalition of par¬ 
ticipating organizations, members 
of the city’s Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH), and communi¬ 
ty leaders. Health Director Dr. 
Mitch Katz said the group will 
work with the city’s HIV Preven¬ 
tion Planning Council. Heading 
up the new coalition will be Dr. 
Tom Coates, a professor of medi¬ 
cine at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco and director of 
UCSF’s AIDS Research Institute 
and the Center for AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies; Sean Sasser, a youth 
advocate who serves on the presi¬ 
dent’s HIV advisory panel; and 
Dr. Hermina Palacio, a DPH clin¬ 
ician. 

‘HIV isn’t good to have’ 

According to DPH Figures, as 
of March 31, there were 8,162 
people living with AIDS in San 
Francisco. DPH officials estimate 
that there may be as many as 
15,000 people living with HIV in 
the city. In 1997, the last year for 
which complete figures are avail¬ 
able, the city spent $9.8 million on 
HIV prevention from federal, 
state, and local sources. Funding 
went to a variety of programs, in¬ 
cluding counseling, testing, refer¬ 
ral and partner counseling and re¬ 
ferral; multiple session groups; 
venue-based individual outreach; 
evaluation; and needle exchange. 

The new prevention initiative 
will focus on unmet needs, Katz 
said. The mayor added that com¬ 
munities of color, youth, and 
women will most likely be the 
focus of new prevention efforts. 

“HIV is affecting the most vul¬ 
nerable people in our city,” Coates 
said. “Many of these cases are oc¬ 
curring among young people and 
people of color. Women are espe¬ 
cially vulnerable, both biological¬ 
ly and socially. The coalition will 
supplement and enhance the 
work already under way among 
our AIDS service organizations.” 

Coates cautioned that some 
people believe AIDS is less of a 


threat since the development of 
combination therapy. “In this era, 
in which we’ve been blessed [with 
new treatments], I’m beginning to 
hear HIV is over, that it doesn’t af¬ 
fect us the way it used to. I’ve got 
news for you, HIV is not good to 
have,” Coates said. “HIV preven¬ 
tion is where it’s at and the message 
is simple: don’t get the disease.” 

Getting that message out to 
various communities will be the 
challenge. Katz explained that the 
goal of the new coalition will be to 
take available information on 
unmet needs and use the money 
for programs to meet those needs. 
“It’s an incredibly important 
timely gift to the city,” Katz said. 
“We need an infusion of dollars 
and creativity.” T

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Dignity or death 


I t’s been two weeks since the Colorado 
bloodbath, and the world’s attention has 
shifted back to Belgrade and on to the 
tornado wreckage in Oklahoma and Kansas; 
by now the perception is that the 
Columbine High School shooting is “old 
news,” albeit one that allows various legis¬ 
lators and social critics to continue talking 
about the effects of Hollywood and rock 
music on impressionable teens. 

If that’s old news, California Assembly¬ 
woman Sheila Kuehl’s proposed Dignity for 
All Students Act must be ancient history; it 
passed out of the Assembly Education 
Committee and into the realm of the As¬ 
sembly Appropriations Committee April 7, 
almost exactly a month ago. Unfortunately, 
no legislators seem eager to talk about it. 

For those who don’t know about Kuehl’s 
bill (AB 222), it would insure the safety of 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) students in schools by adding “sex¬ 
ual orientation” to the education codes that 
attempt to ensure safe and secure learning 
environments for students by protecting 
them against arbitrary discrimination based 
upon race, gender, religion, and disability. 
Although that sounds reasonable enough, 
the Democratic leadership in Sacramento 
isn’t rushing to stand behind it, and it hov¬ 
ers at the brink of life or death with 40 cer¬ 
tain votes on the Assembly floor after it 
passes the latest committee hearing. 

But it needs 41. 

The problem is that some Democratic 
Assemblymembers (Cardoza, Soto, Correa, 
Machado, and Reyes, to name a few) are 
waffling on whether to support it. And al¬ 
though the connection to the Colorado 
shooting seems obvious to us, we can’t find 
any legislators or lobbyists who are willing 
to make that connection. 

Ironically, this week’s National Enquirer 
is the only place that does make the connec¬ 
tion between anti-gay harassment and the 


Littleton shooting. Although its headline is 
deplorable - “The gay secret that made 
them kill” - the story itself is instructive, ex¬ 
plaining how the two assailants were 
constantly bullied with anti-gay 
slurs. One particularly upsetting 
homophobic incident apparently , 
happened in the school library, 
the site of their bloodiest ram¬ 
page. One perspicacious student 
quoted in the Enquirer explicitly sug¬ 
gested the humiliation they suffered 
there that day prompted “the 
ferocity of the attack.” 

A sad fact about our coun¬ 
try is that an average of 14 or 15 
high school students a day die of gun vio¬ 
lence. Americans have grown to accept that, 
but are still shocked when they all happen at 
the same time in the same school - and when 
most of the deaths are homicides, rather than 


suicides (which is a homicidal rage turned 
inward). Students who are relentlessly ha¬ 
rassed usually turn the guns on themselves 
and are not remembered with memorials, 
televised dove-releasing ceremonies, or 
legislative hearings. That may be what 
bullies and their parents prefer, but 
Columbine shows that they cannot re¬ 
liably depend upon it. 

For that reason, parents of bullies 
have just as much stake in seeing AB 
( 222 passed as do parents of the kids 

they bully. A legislated end to 
homophobic words and deeds 
in California schools may be 
just the thing to avoid the car¬ 
nage witnessed in Colorado. But it is up to 
the Democrats who now control the Legis¬ 
lature to make sure it passes. Otherwise, the 
blood of future students will undoubtedly 
stain their hands forever. T

W hatever happened to public scruti¬ 
ny? There was a time, perhaps only 
in my mind, when the citizenry 
would be outraged at the outright sale of 
any public institution, but now it is com¬ 
monplace. Schools are subject to the vouch¬ 
er specter, utilities have long since been 
chopped and sold, even the sacred cow of 
mass transit is often cited as an easily gen¬ 
erated profit center, but what of hospitals? 
Left mostly to non-profit religious orders at 
the turn of the century (even prior to the 
concept of for profit/nonprofit) hospitals 
have become the most recent victims of the 
camouflagic world of predator and prey. 
Like something on the Discovery Channel 
huge local mainstays like Kaiser Tem- 
porente, Catholic Health Care West and 
Sutter Health’s own California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center have become carnivores on the 
California Serengetti of health care (and 
trust me on this one there is nothing healthy 
or careful about them). 

Behemoth hospitals and med centers are 
not the same as large, heartless corpora¬ 
tions, yet they are treated the same legally. 
Often given more access to the legislative, 
executive, and judicial branches of govern¬ 
ment than is the individual plebe, the 
Health Care Industry influences every as¬ 
pect of public life from where we drag our 
carcasses when we are sick to where we stick 
the thermometer. However, the laws that 
govern the rest of the citizenry need not al¬ 
ways apply to these special institutions: this 
premise is easily seen in the ways in which 
the health care industry lobbies the federal, 
state, and local governments. Single payer 
initiatives, managed Medicare and the fed¬ 
eral discussions on health care reform have 
all failed within recent memory, but no sur¬ 
prise here on the ground floor of the battle. 

As a health care worker myself I see the 
day-to-day battle with chronic pain, disease, 
and trauma that may be more than we care 


to admit comes with existence. However, 
the day-to-day bureaucracy of accrediting 
agencies and Cobra laws seem more like 
Byzantine scriptures made by doctors and 
lawyers to confuse and distract the masses 
than humanitarian protection. 

As labor leaders, my co-workers and I 
tried to focus our local attention on the 
merging tendencies of the corporate culture 
that has enveloped medicine. In recent years 
(November 1,1997 to be exact) public hos¬ 
pitals and med schools have been the latest 
to take a deep, penetrating puncture at the 
Zeitgeist of merging. The world renown 
UCSF hospital and medical school were sev¬ 
ered and chimerically re-attached to their 
West Coast, private, Doppelganging 
equivalent: Stanford. This historic yet 
unholy union of public and private 
sector medical centers has become 
the standard model for the appar¬ 
ent wave of the future. UCSD and 
UC Davis have either entered into 
or have expanded existing 
plans to create these 
melding of public/private, 
Frankensteinesque ven¬ 
tures. But as every good 
capitalist should know, public funding that 
goes into the private market is subject to the 
pitfalls of the market economy. Translation : 
what goes up must come down. 

Damn Newtonian principles surprising¬ 
ly have long lasting effects though. Scroll 
forward to 1999, an apparent unforeseen 
dip in the Dow of Pooh brings us to the 
predicament in which we now find our¬ 
selves - layoffs, layoffs, layoffs. Even though 
the volume of sick people coming to the 
hospital is down, the number of those 
being admitted as inpatients is up. Ironi¬ 
cally, the health of the hospital is contin¬ 
gent upon the health of the community. 
The healthier the community, the sicker the 
hospital. The inverse is also true - a patho¬ 
logical formula seems like a Kevorkian pre¬ 
scription rather than one of fiscal sound¬ 
ness. In science, this state is known as one 
in flux rather than stasis. The principles un¬ 


derlying the rationale for 1,000 jobs being 
cut from the budget is one of business 
planners and not one of health care profes¬ 
sionals. The logic of decreasing the staff at 
both the North Campus (Moffit/Long hos¬ 
pitals and Mt. Zion) and South Campus 
(Stanford Hospital and Lucile Packard 
Children’s Hospitals) while the volume of 
severely ill persons continues to rise is an¬ 
other formula that those of us that do the 
actual work cannot understand. We do not 
claim to have all the answers but we do 
know how to prevent an epidemic from 
reaching epic proportion. And in this field 
science should prevail rather than free mar¬ 
ket principles. 

At a time when San Francisco General 
Hospital is diverting its patients to every 
private sector hospital in the city in 
order to refocus public priorities 
on the commitment we all have 
to a healthy community 
UCSF/Stanford Health Care 
can ill afford to cut sup¬ 
port staff and techni¬ 
cians in order to balance 
a quarters earnings loss 
of $10.5 million. The 
merger, which never should have hap¬ 
pened, did happen and has created an en¬ 
vironment of dangerously low levels of 
staffing. We are looking to anyone who has 
ever needed the services of a hospital for 
themselves or their loved ones to join us in 
our fight to end this necrotic progression 
towards the chaos of downsizing. Contact 
you state and local elected officials and tell 
them how you feel about the privatization 
of public assets, the danger of low staffing 
in hospitals and the divisive politics of fear. 
The time is now before you are too weak to 
fight! Collectively we can change this trend 
towards mergers and layoffs in medicine. 
Together we can effect a change, together 
we all win! ▼

I just want a lot of men 
who are in a bad relationship to get out and stop be¬ 
lieving that when your lover says, “I’m sorry, I’ll never 
do it again” excuse, because one day it will be too late. 

Another thing that angers me is how can people 
enjoy S&M? Why do people want to inflict pain on 
others? We already live in a violent society. Why ro¬ 
manticize it and make it seem glamorous? Being beat¬ 
en and raped is not glamorous.

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Davis-Bustamante tiff is 
the talk of Sacramento

I t’s that time in Sacramento 

when some legislators, lobby¬ 
ists, and others with an inter¬ 
est of what goes on in the state 
capitol have to hit as many as six 
or seven different fundraising 
cocktail parties for assembly- 
members or state senators in the 
same night. According to those 
party-hoppers, the topic of chat¬ 
ter over the past week has been 
the feud between Governor Gray 
Davis and Lieutenant Governor 
Cruz Bustamante, which started 
over a serious issue - illegal im¬ 
migrants - and has now degener¬ 
ated into a nasty spat over park¬ 
ing spaces. 

The rift between the state gov¬ 
ernment’s top two Democrats 
began two weeks ago, when Bus¬ 
tamante became upset over 
Davis’s decision not to fight 
Proposition 187, the voter-ap¬ 
proved ban on most public ser¬ 
vices for illegal immigrants, a 
measure that has been held up by 
legal challenges. 

Davis personally opposed 
Proposition 187 (which state vot¬ 
ers passed in 1994 with over 60 
percent of the vote), but 
instead of fighting it 
head-on, the governor 
has asked a federal ap¬ 
peals court to submit 
the dispute to media¬ 
tion. He says he op¬ 
poses the proposi¬ 
tion, but feels 
bound to up¬ 
hold the over¬ 
whelming will 
of the voters. Sounds reasonable 
to me - isn’t the majority sup¬ 
posed to rule in a Democracy? 

Incidentally, before the nega¬ 
tive letters come, I, too, voted 
against 187 in 1994. 

Bustamante lashed out at the 
governor with uncharacteristic 
emotion, describing for reporters 
how he actually stood proudly be¬ 
side Davis on Inauguration Day 
in January as the governor pro¬ 
claimed an end to “wedge-issue 
politics” in California. Busta¬ 
mante then said he would file a 
friend-of-the-court motion 
against Proposition 187, some¬ 
thing the governor’s staff had re¬ 
portedly asked the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor not to do. Already, bad feel¬ 
ings were developing between the 
first governor in 16 years and his 
Democratic number two person, 
the lieutenant governor. 

Then, in what Bustamante’s 
staff see as a retaliatory act, the 
governor’s office told Busta¬ 
mante’s aides they would have to 
surrender nine parking spaces 
near the Capitol that had been on 
loan to them from the governor’s 
office. So much for party unity. 

Less than four months after 
they were sworn into office 
promising to work together as a 
Democratic team, Davis, Busta¬ 
mante and their respective staffs 
have seemingly sunk into a petty, 
albeit very public, feud. Their re¬ 
spective staffs are bad-mouthing 
each other’s boss the likes of 
which haven’t been heard in 
Sacramento since the 1970s when 
then-Lieutenant Governor Mike 
Curb, a Republican, tried to exer¬ 
cise his power and embarrass 
then-Governor Jerry Brown, a 
Democrat, every time Brown left 
the state. More recently, Davis, 
then the lieutenant governor, was 


nearly booted from his Capitol of¬ 
fice by then-Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son. However, those were Demo¬ 
crat vs. Republican, liberal vs. 
conservative partisan squabbles. 
That is not the case with Davis

and Bustamante - indeed, this is 
the first time in nearly two 
decades that the governor and 
lieutenant governor have come 
from the same political party, and 
both are political moderates who 
were elected last November dur¬ 
ing the Democratic party sweep. 

True to form, Davis and Busta¬ 
mante were busily trying to 
put on a peaceful face 
this week over their 
public squabbles. 
Davis, who leaves no 
doubt that he is the 
man in Sacramento, is 
said to be more than a 
little pissed at his lieu¬ 
tenant, the first 
Latino elected 
to statewide of¬ 
fice in Califor¬ 
nia in more than a century. Parti¬ 
san supporters of both, while ac¬ 
knowledging that the two will not 
quickly forget the recent spat 
(Davis, in particular, is known to 
have a long memory when it 
comes to those who he feels have 
crossed him), they are still a “team” 
(sic) and as Davis’s press secretary 
said this week, acknowledging they 
want a peaceful relationship with 
the lieutenant governor’s office, 
“There are an awful lot of issues 
that are before the state, and that’s 
where Governor Davis is going to 
be focusing his attention.” 

Meanwhile, the cocktail chat¬ 
terers in the restaurants and water¬ 
ing holes near the Capitol were 
having a field day this week, with 
stories of the erupting feud repeat¬ 
ed and expanded upon by legisla¬ 
tors, staff persons, and the press. 

Incidentally, those who would 
speak publicly about the squabble 
seemed to be placing their money 
on Davis; “Cruz is headed for po¬ 
litical Siberia,” said one Bay Area 
legislator, adding that “it’s not 
smart to pick a fight with the 
number one guy.” 

Politics and people 

From the “don’t-take-a-losing- 
ticket-to-the-winner’s-window” 
department comes word that 
Governor Davis has appointed 
Sacramento community activist 
Genevieve Shiroma over Sacto 
Mayor Joe Serna for the coveted 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, although Serna had re¬ 
portedly lobbied hard for the 
plum $98,096-a-year position 
spot. Serna endorsed then-Repre- 
sentative Jane Harman in last 
year’s Demo primary; did he real¬ 
ly think that the governor would 
forget that? 

And state Republicans took it 


on the chin when Representative 
Jim Rogan, a key GOP figure in 
the Bill Clinton impeachment 
trial, and the one Republican 
thought to have the best chance to 
unseat Senator Dianne Feinstein 
next year, abruptly pulled out 
after seeing polls showing Fein¬ 
stein with an 85 percent-plus 
name recognition and a nearly 70 
percent job approval rating; 
Rogan cited the usual “family” 
reasons. 

National GOP leaders are 
breathing a bit easier now that 
former KKK leader David Duke 
finished out of the running (he 
placed third) in that special con¬ 
gressional election in the New Or¬ 
leans suburbs Saturday. 

The state Republicans do have 
a rising star in California, howev¬ 
er - the junior Assemblyman 
from Ventura County, Tony 
Strickland, at 29, is the youngest 
member of the Legislature, and 
standing 6 feet 5 inches, is also the 
tallest. 

In Los Angeles, lesbian Coun- 
cilwoman Jackie Goldberg, who 

will be “termed out” next year, is 
said to be ready to run for the As¬ 
sembly in the heavily-Democratic 
45th District. 

Speaking of the Assembly, 
more and more Democrats are 
said to be including our own As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden 
among those with a good chance 
to be the next speaker. Migden, 
one of the Legislature’s hardest 
working members, is almost a 
sure thing for a run at state con¬ 
troller in four years. 

Friends and political support¬ 
ers of former District Attorney 
Arlo Smith are urging him to get 
into the race this year against Ter¬ 
ence “Kayo” Hallinan; Arlo says 
he is “looking seriously” at the 
idea, but I’m betting he runs for 
supervisor (and wins) next year. 

The Harvey Milk LGBT Demo 
Club will hold its 21st annual 
Awards Dinner (which also cele¬ 
brates the birthday of the late su¬ 
pervisor) on May 19, 6-9 p.m. at 
the Cathay restaurant, 718 Cali¬ 
fornia Street.

ets, starting at $35, $50, and up. 

Meanwhile, the Castro was sat¬ 
urated with people wearing “Run 
Tom, Run ” buttons this past week¬ 
end, showing support for Tom 
Ammiano, while Mayor Willie 
Brown continues to pick up pow¬ 
erful endorsements (the POA is 
among the latest to back the 
mayor). 

When the controversial home¬ 
less youth shelter at the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Rec Center opened a few 
months back (which shelters 30 
people each night) a lot of concern 
was voiced in the Castro; from re¬ 
ports I’ve gotten all has gone well, 
with most of the credit going to 
Supervisor Mark Leno, who re¬ 
portedly stops by every night to 
check on things. Others who de¬ 
serve praise include Castro busi¬ 
nessman Morgan Gorrono.oneof 
the owners of The Bar on Castro, 
who continues to donate supplies 
to the shelter daily; Jane Warner 
of the S.F. Patrol Special Police, 
Laura Spanjian from Supervisor 
Leslie Katz’s office; plus Bevan 
Dufty from the mayor’s office, plus 
numerous others (maybe even 
you) - this only shows that when 
the community works together 
good things truly can happen, and 
these people should know they are 
appreciated. ▼

O n March 19, when the De¬ 
mocratic National Com¬ 
mittee voted to reserve a 
seat exclusively for gays on its ex¬ 
ecutive committee, we lost the 
only major political party devot¬ 
ed to the cause of our equality. 
Henceforth, the DNC will treat 
gays like invalids requiring care 
and feeding. 

The establishment of this 
gay quota came in two steps. 
First, the DNC officially rec¬ 
ognized a gay caucus sim¬ 
ilar to the caucuses it 
maintains for women, 
African-Americans, Latinos, 
and Asians and Pacific Is¬ 
landers. Similar cau¬ 
cuses were abolished 
14 years ago in the 
wake of Walter Mon¬ 
dale’s defeat in the 1984 presiden¬ 
tial election. Democrat leaders be¬ 
lieved at the time that the exis¬ 
tence of the minority caucuses ex¬ 
posed the party to charges that it 
represented only a collection of 
“special interests,” not the broad¬ 
er national interest. 

Second, the DNC gave the new 
gay caucus the right to have an 
automatic seat on the executive 
committee. In other words, a po¬ 
sition on the governing commit¬ 
tee will be reserved exclusively for 
a gay person. “That puts us in the 
category of another minority 
group,” said gay caucus chair Jean 
O’Leary, as if that is some kind of 
reward. “Now we’re very perma¬ 
nently entrenched in the DNC.” 

This is a good time to ask some 
fundamental questions about the 
kind of country we want to live in. 
Do we want, on the one hand, a 
country that views being gay as an 
appropriate criterion in employ¬ 
ment, government, politics and 
other areas of life? Or do we want, 
on the other hand, a country in 
which individuals are judged on 
their merits and sexual orienta¬ 
tion is considered irrelevant? 

Ironically, the religious right 
and much of the gay left share a 
vision of a country divided into 


groups of manufactured “identi¬ 
ties.” In this vision, judgments 
about people are immediately 
made when we learn what group 
they fall into. 

This is easily observable on the 
right. The Republican Party, for 
example, maintains its own un¬ 
spoken gay quota. It doesn’t want 
any gays on its executive commit¬ 
tee, regardless of their hard work 
and dedication to the party. It 
prefers to see us as members of a 

group whose defining charac¬ 
teristic is an important fac¬ 
tor in weighing our 
worth as individuals. 
Now, with the best of 
intentions, come the De¬ 
mocrats saying much the 
same thing. With the creation 
of a gay seat, the 
DNC treats homo¬ 
sexuality as a qualifi¬ 
cation for party ser- 
le GOP, it sees us as 
members of a group whose defin¬ 
ing characteristic is an important 
factor in weighing our worth as 
individuals. 

The only difference between 
the two is that one considers 
being gay a “plus” while the other 
thinks of it as a “minus.” But ei¬ 
ther way, this vision of the world 
demeans us because it refuses to 
treat us as complicated people 
with individual ambitions, tal¬ 
ents, and failings. 

The DNC’s new gay quota has 
the added disadvantage of playing 
into the hands of our political op¬ 
ponents, who have effectively 
blasted us for seeking what they 
call “special rights.” In fact, the 
DNC’s new quota gives gays spe¬ 
cial consideration for a seat on the 
executive committee - something 
that only members of certain des¬ 
ignated groups do not have. 

At the same time, it tramples 
on a principle that we should 
staunchly defend: that homosex¬ 
uality is a morally irrelevant trait. 
In a contest between those who 
see a person’s homosexuality as a 
plus and those who see it as a neg¬ 
ative, we are still far behind. Sev¬ 
eral major religions weigh in on 
the side of those who see it as a 



negative. How much better for us 
it would be if the subject were 
taken off the table altogether. 

Despite significant progress, 
most Americans still view homo¬ 
sexuality as immoral. Yet at the 
same time, they oppose discrimi¬ 
nation against gays. That is, they 
see it as irrelevant to performance 
and worth. Thus, an argument 
that homosexuality is an extrane¬ 
ous consideration is more likely to 
resonate with them than the argu¬ 
ment that homosexuality is a pos¬ 
itive good. 

That’s where the second vision 
- of homosexuality as inconse¬ 
quential to any assessment of in¬ 
dividual worth - comes in. This 
vision is reflected in our efforts to 
repeal the ban on gays in the mil¬ 
itary, eliminate anti-gay sodomy 
laws, eradicate anti-gay adoption 
laws, and repeal discriminatory 
marriage laws. Each of these ef¬ 
forts is an attempt to remove ho¬ 
mosexuality entirely as a category 
of analysis. They call for neutrali¬ 
ty and, therefore, equality. 

This second vision is also re¬ 
flected in the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA), the 
bill pending in Congress that 
would outlaw discrimination 
against gays in the work place. 
ENDA commands employers to 
judge gay (and straight) employ¬ 
ees on something other than their 
sexual orientation. It reinforces 
the principle of individual merit. 
It also explicitly forbids prefer¬ 
ences and quotas for gays. 

This vision of equality says, in 
effect, we don’t give a damn if 
you’re gay. That’s a dramatic im¬ 
provement over the way things 
stand now. And it’s the opposite of 
what our political parties are say¬ 
ing. ▼

Ready, aim, Firehouse!

This week in gay history: The Gay 
Activists Alliance Firehouse, an 
early gay community center, 
opens in lower Manhattan May 6, 
1971. 

n the aftermath of the 
H Stonewall riots of June 1969, a 

gay liberation movement 
quickly began to emerge, with or¬ 
ganizations sprouting up first in 
New York City and then in cities 
around the country. These new 
groups used the word “gay” 
proudly in their names, instead of 
the more cautious terms like “ho- 
mophile” favored by earlier gay- 
rights organizations. 

At the front of the pack was 
the Gay Liberation Front (GLF), 
which got its start a month after 
Stonewall. The name was meant 
to echo that of the National Lib¬ 
eration Front of Vietnam, a Marx¬ 
ist group, but also to signify a far- 
ranging movement instead of one 
monolithic organization. 

GLF staggered early on, suffer¬ 
ing from a lack of structure and 
leadership. Meetings could be 
freewheeling and fragmented, 
with lots of infighting. Some of 
those involved became dissatisfied 
that the founders wanted to ex¬ 
tend the group’s focus to include 
issues like peace and ecology. 
Many women were disgruntled by 
the sexism they encountered in 
GLF. Some transgendered people 
also found themselves unwel¬ 
come. Before long, GLF members 
began to splinter off and form 
other groups. In December 1969, 
approximately 10 defectors from 
GLF worked up a constitution for 
a new organization they named 
the Gay Activists Alliance (GAA). 

Unlike GLF, GAA declined to 
address non-gay-specific issues. It 
also created a hierarchical struc¬ 
ture of officers, committees, and 
members, with meetings run ac¬ 
cording to Roberts Rules of Order. 
GAA embodied what one gay 
journalist called “middle-of-the- 
road radicalism.” The group used 
radical tactics like sit-ins and 
heckling and perfected the “zap,” a 
surprise disruption. But GAA was 
interested less in effecting sweep¬ 
ing social change than in improv¬ 
ing the lot of lesbians and gay 
men, mostly through legislative 
and electoral means. 

GAA grew quickly after the 
group took a leading role in the 
demonstrations that followed the 
March 1970 controversy over the 
impaling of Diego Vinales, which 


set off a protest on which GLF 
and GAA cooperated, but which 
GAA largely orchestrated. A 
major coup for GAA was the en¬ 
listment of then-Congressman Ed 
Koch in trying to end police ha¬ 
rassment of gay bars. 

Shortly after the Vinales inci¬ 
dent, GAA noisily disrupted sev¬ 
eral of Mayor John Lindsay’s pub¬ 
lic appearances. In April 1970, 
the group zapped the 
mayor’s speech at the Met¬ 
ropolitan Museum of Art 
and also the taping of his 
weekly TV talk show. A 
man from the group rushed 
onto the stage, crying: “Ho¬ 
mosexuals want an 
end to job discrimi¬ 
nation!” Other GAA- 
ers joined in, inter 
rupting the mayor’s conversation 
about pollution with guest Arthur 
Godfrey. “What good is environ¬ 
mental freedom if we don’t have 
personal freedom?” a lesbian 
shouted. 

Within days of the disturbance, 
GAA obtained meetings with both 
the deputy mayor and the chair of 
the city’s Commission on Human 
Rights to discuss anti-gay discrim¬ 
ination and harassment. GAA ini¬ 
tiated demands for a municipal 
gay rights ordinance, though it 
would take a full 15 years for such 
a bill to pass the city council. 

In 1971, GAA set up head¬ 
quarters in downtown Manhat¬ 
tan. The Firehouse, which opened 
on May 6, was an abandoned, 
turn-of-the-century fire station in 
SoHo that the group leased and 
transformed into a gay social and 
cultural center. On the first floor, 
a large mural depicted various as¬ 
pects of the lesbian and gay story 
- portraits of forefathers and fore¬ 
mothers like Walt Whitman and 
Gertrude Stein; a gay man behind 
bars; couples holding hands - in¬ 
terspersed with slogans of the day 
like “Gay Power.” 

In addition to general mem¬ 
bership and committee meetings, 
the Firehouse hosted popular 
community dances. On Saturday 
nights, the meeting hall was trans¬ 
formed into a dance space that 
pulsed with disco music and at¬ 
tracted as many as 1,500 dancers, 
mostly men. Since gay bars in 
New York were still owned by the 
Mafia, the Firehouse provided an 
alternative to the seediness and 
danger of the bar scene at that 
time. For two dollars a head, gay 
people could dance all night and 
drink unlimited beer and soda. 

Despite its accomplishments, 
GAA remained a very white, very 



male organization that fell under 
heavy criticism for its insularity 
and lack of attention to racism 
and sexism. Some women of color 
referred to the Firehouse as “a 
white boy’s playhouse.” 

Over the next couple of years, 
GAA’s focus became increasingly 
more social than political. In 
1974, the Firehouse was burned 
by arsonists, and GAA never 
fully recovered from the 
loss. It finally disbanded in 
1981. 

The legacy of GAA, 
however, has lived on in 
lesbian and gay organiza¬ 
tions like the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task 
Force and the 
Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, in the zap-like 
tactics of ACT UP and the Lesbian 
Avengers, and in the gay commu¬ 
nity centers that dot the country. 
Like its predecessor, the New York 
Lesbian and Gay Community Ser¬ 
vices Center continued through 
the 1990s to charge only $2 a head 
for social and cultural activities, 
and today it still serves as the hub 
of gay activity in the city. ▼

Presbyterians name Bay Area lesbian 
among three'Woman of Faith' - barely

T he executive committee of 
the General Assembly Coun¬ 
cil (GAC) of the Presbyter¬ 
ian Church (USA) has overturned 
a decision to rescind a denomina¬ 
tional “Women of Faith” award to 
longtime Bay Area resident the 
Reverend Dr. Jane A. Spahr. 

Spahr, a prominent lesbian 
spiritual leader, is currently em¬ 
ployed by the Downtown Presby¬ 
terian Church in Rochester, New 
York and by Westminster Presby¬ 
terian Church in Tiburon as an 
“evangelist” for “That All May 
Freely Serve,” a ministry support¬ 
ing inclusion for gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgendered Presby¬ 
terians. 

The Womens Ministries Pro¬ 
gram Area’s committee unani¬ 
mously chose Spahr and two 
other women from among 59 
nominated for the prestigious 


award, which is presented annual¬ 
ly at the Women of Faith Break¬ 
fast during the denomination’s 
General Assembly. 

The decision to present the 
award was challenged by the Rev¬ 
erend Curtis A. Kearns, Jr., the di¬ 
rector of the National Ministries 
Division (NMD). NMD’s steering 
committee supported Kearns’s 
objections and voted to refuse to 
accept Spahr’s selection. 

Kearns argued that “to recog¬ 
nize her would appear to endorse 
the position for which she’s been 
advocating,” referring to Spahr’s 
advocacy of the ordination of 
non-celibate gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. 

The NMD decision was ap¬ 
pealed to the executive committee 
of the GAC, which is the highest 
body to consider such matters. In 
a 9 to 2 secret ballot vote taken on 
April 26, the 15-member commit¬ 
tee voted to reinstate the award, 
but also to “establish a task force 


to review all policies and proce¬ 
dures regarding the full range of 
awards currently within the scope 
of the work of the General As¬ 
sembly Council.” 

“The selection committee fol¬ 
lowed the same process used since 
1994,” said the Reverend Cathy 
Chisolm, GAC chair. “Some 
members of the executive com¬ 
mittee felt it was unfair to the re¬ 
cipients and the selection com¬ 
mittee, which acted in good faith, 
for the awards to be reviewed and 
subsequent action taken when 
such a review had not occurred in 
the past and the selection com¬ 
mittee had no reason to anticipate 
that such review would occur this 
time.” 

The other recipients are Elder 
Dr. Jane Dempsey Douglas, a re¬ 
tired professor at Princeton Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, and the Rev¬ 
erend Dr. Letty Russell, a promi¬ 
nent feminist theologian and pro¬ 
fessor at Yale Divinity School. T 


Methodist controversy over 
same-sex ceremonies continues

T he ongoing battle in the 
United Methodist Church 
over the recognition and cel¬ 
ebration of same-sex relation¬ 
ships continued as the Reverend 
Jimmy Creech performed another 
ceremony, the Reverend Gregory 
Dell took a job fighting for gay 
and lesbian inclusion, and an 
Iowa pastor had charges dropped 
against him. 

Creech celebrated a holy union 
ceremony for Larry Ellis and Jim 
Raymer in Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina on April 24. Creech pre¬ 
viously knew the couple but they 
were reacquainted when Creech 
spoke at the United Church of 
Christ in Chapel Hill where the 
couple are members. 

Creech has been in the spot¬ 
light since he performed a holy 
union ceremony for a lesbian cou¬ 
ple in Omaha, Nebraska in 1997. 
He was acquitted at trial in March 
1998 based on an interpretation 
of church law banning such cere¬ 
monies that was subsequently re¬ 
jected by the denomination’s top 
tribunal. 

Creech was subsequently re¬ 
moved from his pastorate by Bish¬ 
op Joel Martinez and now resides 
in North Carolina while writing a 
book about homophobia in 
churches and lecturing on inclu¬ 
sion of gay and lesbian people. 


Meanwhile, Creech’s seminary 
classmate, Dell, of Broadway 
United Methodist Church of 
Chicago, was the first Methodist 
clergyperson convicted under the 
new interpretation of church law. 
He faces suspension starting July 
5 unless he recants his support of 
blessing same-sex relationships 
notwithstanding the ban, an op¬ 
tion he adamantly refuses. 

Bishop C. Joseph Sprague re¬ 
cently announced that an interim 
pastor would be called for no 
longer than one year to replace 
Dell, who will accept a consultant 
position with the Broadway 
church. However, Dell insists that 
this “is not a ‘pastor behind the 
curtain’ situation.” 

Dell will be hired as director of 
“In All Things Charity,” a nation¬ 
al movement begun in 1997 to 
protest the United Methodist 
Church’s negative policies on sex¬ 
ual orientation. Over 1,400 Unit¬ 
ed Methodist clergy and hundreds 
of lay members have endorsed the 
movement’s “statement of con¬ 
science.” 

The group is in dialogue with 
three other national groups inde¬ 
pendently formed to protest these 
policies. 

“In the midst of a great deal of 
pain, grief, and even anger, this 
congregation has decided that we 
can be ‘on the way’ in making a 
difference in our entire denomi¬ 
nation,” Dell said. 


No leadership in lowa 

In a related action, a complaint 
against an Iowa pastor who par¬ 
ticipated in the holy union cere¬ 
mony for two women in Sacra¬ 
mento on January 16 was dis¬ 
missed on April 21. 

Charges were dropped against 
the Reverend David Holmes of 
Council Bluffs, Iowa after Bishop 
Charles W. Jordan reviewed tapes 
of the ceremony and concluded 
that Holmes’s participation was 
not significant enough to justify 
charges. 

Jordan said that Holmes’s par¬ 
ticipation consisted simply of 
being in the processional and 
sharing in a prayer with nearly 
100 others. 

“He did not conduct nor did 
he have a leadership role in any 
part of the service,” Jordan wrote. 
“His presence was one of witness 
and solidarity.” 

Jordan also noted that Holmes 
has not performed other holy 
union ceremonies in the past, and 
has stated that he has no specific 
plans of doing so in the future. He 
also agreed to consult with Jordan 
before performing such a ceremo¬ 
ny. 

Complaints have been lodged 
against 69 other local United 
Methodist clergy for participating 
in a Sacramento commitment 
ceremony of two lesbians in Jan¬ 
uary, but no formal charges have 
yet been issued. ▼ 


Victor A. Barcelona, DDS 
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Millennium March slogs on, 
despite two board resignations

K erry Lobel, the executive di¬ 
rector of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, re¬ 
signed from the board of directors 
of the Millennium March on 
Washington (MMOW) in a 
scathing letter outlining her frus¬ 
trations. 

“The board has largely ignored 
the fundamental issues that led 
me to become involved: why we 
should march, the agenda, and the 
involvement of the entire LGBT 
community,” she wrote in her 
April 25 resignation. 

“I cannot serve on a board that 
will not open itself to greater 
input and scrutiny from the com¬ 
munities we claim to represent.” 

“The second reason for my 
resignation is that I continue to 
doubt the value of this march at 
this time,” she said. Lobel sees po¬ 
litical power and decision making 
returning to the state and local 
levels and believes energies should 


be directed there. 

Another MMOW board mem¬ 
ber had quiedy resigned in Febru¬ 
ary. Rea Carey, the very well re¬ 
spected executive director of the 
National Youth Advocacy Coali¬ 
tion (NYAC) was out of the coun¬ 
try on vacation, but her deputy, 
Michael Kaplan, spoke at length 
about that decision. 

Kaplan knew that Carey had 
personal reservations about 
MMOW and decisions made by 
it, reservations that she made ex¬ 
plicit in her letter of resignation, 
though he did not have a copy to 
share. He said, “It became a diffi¬ 
cult place to be” for Carey. 

He defined the central issue as, 
“Is this the best way in her role at 
NYAC to meet the needs of our 
members?” 

In an ongoing survey of their 
members, NYAC found that there 
was both support and opposition 
to participating. But, Kaplan said, 
“It clearly did not come out as a 
priority where people wanted us 
and our executive directors

putting their attention.” 

A steady drumbeat of opposi¬ 
tion to the march has been sound¬ 
ed over the last year by the Ad 
Hoc Committee for an Open 
Process. Their numbers have 
swelled to nearly 500, primarily 
from the left of the political spec¬ 
trum, and their opposition cen¬ 
ters upon both the desirability of 
such a march, and the closed na¬ 
ture of the process by which deci¬ 
sions are made.

News conference 

The board of directors of the 
MMOW held a news conference 
on April 30 at the National Press 
Club in Washington, D.C., exactly 
one year prior to the day of the 
planned event. It was to “kick off a 
year long campaign that will have 
political consequences and offer 
unparalleled opportunities ... to 
interact and organize like never 
before,” said Duane Cramer, one 
of four co-chairs of MMOW. 

The glitziest presentation was 
by Tom Riley, chairman of Plan¬ 
etOut, an online service provider 
targeting the gay community. It 
claims “over half a million 
monthly visitors.” The company 
has signed on as a “platinum” 
sponsor, contributing $250,000 in 
cash, pledging $750,000 in techni¬ 
cal services. 

Riley unveiled the MMOW 
website (www.mmow.org), which 
allows people to register for the 
march and participate “even if 
they cannot come to Washington, 
D.C.” A year from now they will 
offer streaming audio and video 
of events as they take place, as well 
as translations into several lan¬ 
guages. He called this “an inter¬ 
section between technology and 
the lesbian and gay communities.” 

Donna Red Wing, a co-chair 
and organizer for the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), called 
the names and data gathered by 
this site “the most valuable thing 
that comes out of this march or 
this organization.” However, she 


acknowledged that they “haven’t 
created a protocol” for who gets 
access to information gathered on 
the people who say they are will¬ 
ing to have it used for marketing 
purposes. 

While there is huge potential 
in organizing through the Inter¬ 
net, it is still unproven as a tool for 
moving large numbers of people 
to an event. Riley’s claim of 
500,000 hits a month translates 
into far fewer people because 
users tend to be frequent visitors 
to a website, some return every 
day. 

Red Wing dismissed charges 
that the MMOW lacked a pur¬ 
pose. She said they would hold 
town meetings and survey people 
online to build a platform for the 
march. “It doesn’t make sense to 
set a date” for having that plat¬ 
form she said, “We have a year.” 

‘Diversity’ 

“A majority of our board are 
women” boasted co-chair Nicole 
Ramirez-Murray. In fact, nine of 
the 15 members appear to be fe¬ 
male, and nine are also people of 
color. The “diversity” of that body 
even stretches to include a sole gay 
white male. Carrying the banner 
for that endangered species is the 
very “representative” Reverend 
Elder Troy Perry. 

If you look closely at the re¬ 
sumes of the board, “diversity” as¬ 
sumes a rather crabbed geograph¬ 
ic meaning: 12 of the 15 live in ei¬ 
ther D.C. or California, while the 
four paid staff members all reside 
in California. The D.C. “office” is a 
post office box, while the phone is 
in Los Angeles. Some suggest it 
should be called the California 
March on Washington. 

And what about political “di¬ 
versity?” There seems to be a 
heavy political tilt to the board, 
perhaps reflecting initial specula¬ 
tion that part of the reason why 
HRC’s Elizabeth Birch jumped on 
this Millennium March bandwag¬ 
on was to “deliver” the gay vote to 
A1 Gore. 

The press package biography 
of board member Donna Brazile 
listed her employment as on the 
staff of D.C. Congresswoman 
Eleanor Holmes Norton. It ig¬ 
nored the report more than a 
week prior in the Washington Post 
that Brazile had become political 
director of Gore’s election com¬ 
mittee.

■ New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

■ Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 
1,000 patients and confirmed results from another study 

■The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and 
AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction was significant enough for the NIH 
to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the findings. Because the study 
was ended early, there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN on survival.

these results through the one year mark. 

■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

« CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. 
For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water 
each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN. Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor 

■As with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased 
blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information 
on side effects and dosing.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take C RIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take "drug holidays.” 
If you don't take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 
problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 
TAGAMET® (cimetjdine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral 

contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least 
one hour apart. 

MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor 
may adjust both 

the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust 


2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with sjdm or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXI VAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

What are th e possib le side effe cts o f CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I sto re CR IXIV AN capsules? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they 
came in and at room temperature 
(59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving 
the small desiccant “pillow” in the bottle. 

Keep the bottle closed.

Red Wing takes home Cronkite Award

O ne of the First two Walter 
Cronkite Faith and Free- 
dom Awards was presented 
April 8 to longtime lesbian activist 
Donna Red Wing, a board mem¬ 
ber of next year’s Millennium 
March on Washington (MMOW). 
The Interfaith Alliance and the In¬ 
terfaith Alliance Foundation es¬ 
tablished the award in Cronkite’s 
name to “promote and encourage 
people of faith and goodwill to 
stand up for religious freedom 
and demonstrate the healing and 
constructive force of faith and re¬ 
ligion in American life.” 

The committee that selected 
Red Wing and her fellow recipi¬ 
ent, the Reverend Chriss H. Doss, 
included a former United States 
president, other politicians, and 
journalists. 

Cronkite personally presented 
the inaugural awards at a ceremo¬ 
ny in New York, calling the recip¬ 
ients “two outstanding Americans 
who challenged the religious 
right’s attempts to restrict reli¬ 
gious freedom under the banner 
of religion by manipulating and 
narrowly defining the principles 
of Christianity.” 

Doss is an ordained minister, 
attorney, and former Alabama 
state legislator who has educated 
the community about a 1996 
court order that removed inap¬ 
propriate forms of prayer and re¬ 
ligious texts in Alabama schools. 
After then-Governor Fob James 
and the Christian Family Associ¬ 
ation bitterly denounced the rul¬ 
ing, Doss dispelled the extensive 
negative propaganda about the 
court order’s boundaries, by 
speaking at civic meetings and in 
informal gatherings. 

Red Wing is best known in the 
lesbian and gay community as a 
field organizer for the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), and a 
board member of the committee 
now planning MMOW, a nation¬ 
al march on Washington for the 
queer community and its sup¬ 
porters. In 1992 she was named 
“woman of the year” by the Advo¬ 
cate - and “most dangerous 
woman in the Pacific Northwest” 
by the anti-gay Oregon Citizen’s 
Alliance. Working with HRC, in 
1997 she created the Faith and 
Fairness Coalition, which pro¬ 


vides a compassionate faith-based 
response to the religious right’s 
anti-gay agenda. She has been at 
the forefront of getting people of 
faith involved in human rights ad¬ 
vocacy, and brought together reli¬ 
gious leaders and activists from a 
wide array of religious traditions 
in an unprecedented Sunday 
morning worship service at the 
biennial OutVote political con¬ 
vention last September. 

Nominations for the award 
were suggested by the public and 
selected by a committee consist¬ 
ing of the Reverend Joan Brown 
Campbell, the general secretary of 
the National Council of Churches 
of Christ in the USA; former Pres¬ 
ident Gerald R. Ford; former At¬ 
lanta Mayor Andrew Young; 
Georgia Congressman John 
Lewis; and journalists Bill Moyers 
and Cokie Roberts. 

In presenting the awards, 
Cronkite said, “We believe that no 
one’s devotion to their faith can 
be challenged on the grounds of 
their position on political issues. 

“We believe that such chal¬ 
lenges from the religious right, 
notably the Christian Coalition, 
are divisive and in direct contra¬ 
diction to the meaning of faith 
held by most religions.” 

Interfaith Alliance Executive 
Director Reverend Dr. C. Welton 
Gaddy also said at the ceremony, 
“We believe that life in an inter¬ 
faith society like ours requires 
mutual respect and civility; not 
political religious litmus tests. So 
the Interfaith Alliance and the In¬ 
terfaith Alliance Foundation work 
to strengthen a civil society, and 
foster a culture in which neigh¬ 
bors experience mutual respect 
from each other despite substan¬ 
tive differences between each 
other. Far more than mere polite¬ 
ness is involved. 

“A current threat to our 
democracy is real. The religious 
right movement is flourishing. 
Using religion as a political 
weapon, the religious right is im¬ 
posing an agenda that narrowly 
defines what it means to be an 
American and what it means to be 
a person of faith. Mobilizing their 
followers against those who are 
different, the religious right 
movement has effectively politi¬ 
cized faith and religiofied politics 
in a marriage that seeks to birth 
an America that is exclusive and 


extreme - abandoning the pre¬ 
cious values of faith and free¬ 
dom.” 

According to the Interfaith Al¬ 
liance, “This award is more than 
honoring individuals whose 
courage deserves our recognition: 
it is about inspiring others to stand 
up to extremism in all its forms.” It 
carries no cash award. ▼

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Wheels of Fortune, Part Three: 

Clif notes and big staffs

HI major component of the 
’ » California AIDS Ride, 
which begins in San Fran¬ 
cisco June 6 at Fort Mason Cen¬ 
ter, is the corporate support. 
Sponsors donate food, services, 
and volunteer time to coordinate 
the large-scale annual events. 

But even some sponsors have 
come under Fire for their role in 
what many call the largest AIDS 
fundraiser ever. One critic claims 
contractors reap hefty profits 
from their participation. 

This week, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter focuses on some of the 
companies working with Pallotta 
TeamWorks, the for-profit com¬ 
pany that produces the official 
Tanqueray AIDS Rides. (Not un¬ 
like their elusive mascot “Mister 
Jenkins,” representatives from 
major sponsor Tanqueray gin 


have not been found by press 
time, but will hopefully be includ¬ 
ed in upcoming articles.) 

Boston-New York rider Todd 
Davis’s website describes the 1995 
Ride’s finale as “well orchestrated 
to tug at the heartstrings,” with an 
almost choreographed line of 
rainbow-colored riders in Tan- 
queray-emblazoned jerseys given 
precedence over riders who had 
actually arrived earlier. It provid¬ 
ed an eye-catching photo op, 
Davis acknowledged, “But at the 
same time, we had just ridden 65 
miles in a downpour and all I 
wanted was a bath.” 

That bath may have been pro¬ 
vided in one of the lumbering 
trailers furnished by OK’s Cas¬ 
cade, of Monroe, Washington, 
which, according to one former 
Pallotta employee, collects “huge 
sums” for their services. 

“They provide meals and 
showers,” said John Haley, who 
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worked on the 1996 Chicago- 
Twin Cites AIDS Ride and the 
Boston-New York 1997 AIDS 
Ride. “They’ve done it on every 
event” and were contracted and 
paid as “one of the biggest ex¬ 
penses. Every night the accoun¬ 
tant would go over that day’s fee. 
He wrote them checks for $45,000 
to $50,000 a day.” 

“The lunches alone - bag 
lunches - are put together by the 
company,” Haley told the B.A.R. 
“You’re talking about a chicken 
salad sandwich, a bit of pasta 
salad and a Clif Bar, all budgeted 
at $12.50 each.” 

Haley contends that these con¬ 
tracts are a form of sweetheart 
deal set up by Pallotta TeamWorks 
founder Dan Pallotta. 

“If Pallotta’s not on the board,” 
he said, “he’s certainly a share¬ 
holder.” 

To find out, the B.A.R. called 
Wade Maclntire of OK’s Cascade, 
the company Pallotta TeamWorks 
hires exclusively to construct the 
“tent cities” around the country. 

B.A.R.: You provide the mobile 
units for AIDS Rides. How many 
are there? 

Wade Maclntire: We have a 
number of units. We’re a logistic 
support company. It’s what we do. 
We have mobile kitchens and mo¬ 
bile showers. For the California 
AIDS Ride, I think we use three of 
our mobile kitchens. We have four 
or five showers that we utilize on 
that Ride, as well as a whole host 
of equipment, as well as a very 
large staff. We probably employ 
40-50 people on the Ride to deliv¬ 
er the services and prepare the 
meals. We do all of the AIDS 
Rides and a lot of events for pro¬ 
moters. 

What other events? 

We prepare the meals. We’re a 
mobile caterer. The equipment’s 


only part of what we do. We also 
have mobile laundries. We can ba¬ 
sically create a city in the middle 
of nowhere. 

So like film shoots, other events? 

We do lots of bicycle rides. The 
government hires us for emer¬ 
gency response events, like Hurri¬ 
cane Andrew. We’re a rapid re¬ 
sponse mobile support company. 
We’re fairly unique in that we’re 
certainly one of the biggest, be¬ 
cause we have a lot of equipment 
and a lot of staff. 

Are the AIDS Rides you do only 
with Pallotta TeamWorks? 

We’ve done stuff with lots of 
other agencies. 

So, what are your rates? 

What are my rates? 

Yes. How much does it cost to 
produce one AIDS Ride? 

I’m not even going to begin to 
get into that. That information is 
entirely confidential. 

Well, with people raising millions 
of dollars, some of them have 
asked me to ask you where the 
money's going. 

It’s not our position to deal 
with that. What we get are count¬ 
less responses from people saying 
how grateful they are for what we 
do, but you know, if you want to 
know about costs, you’ll have to 
talk to Pallotta. 

Some AIDS groups have shown 
increasingly smaller net proceeds 
in several cities. Do you reduce 
your costs for a nonprofit or a 
smaller group, more than you 
would for any other group? 

There’s so many nonprofit 


groups. If we donated all of them, 
we’d be broke and we wouldn’t be 
around or be able to do any of 
them, and if we weren’t around, 
they wouldn’t be able to do the 
AIDS Rides. My point is, we give 
them a very fair value. It takes a 
lot of expensive resources to do 
what we do. We obviously make a 
reasonable profit on it, or we 
wouldn’t be doing it. They’re very 
intense events to do, but we’re not 
getting rich doing AIDS Rides, let 
me tell you. 

In recent years, newspapers in 
five cities have reported that 
AIDS Rides have had disappoint¬ 
ing proceeds because of increased 
costs. Directors of several AIDS 
organizations have said these 
costs are far too great. Do you? 

We’ve been doing the Rides 
for a number of years. We’ve held 
our costs steady. We’re employed 
by the Pallotta organization, and 
if we weren’t there to do the 
Rides, nothing would be raised 
for the charity. When they get 
concerned about it enough and 
they don’t want to do the Rides, 
well, I guess that’s the case but I’m 
not going to discuss what the 
rates are or our relationship with 
our clients. 

Two cities have already organized 
their own rides. With 80 percent 
of the money not going to those 
it's supposed to benefit, they 
seemed a little upset. 

If they’re upset, I guess the 
Rides will drop off, but at this point 
we work on them. That’s up to 
them to deal with all those issues. 
Many, many millions of dollars go 
to the organizations that are sup¬ 
posed to receive it. They wouldn’t 
get a dime of it if Pallotta wasn’t in 
the act, or companies like his. 

Don't you think that's a bit single- 
minded? 
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AIDS rider Paul Remagen 


Look, I’m not gonna discuss 
this with you. I’ve told you what we 
do: our equipment is very expen¬ 
sive. You can’t do the kind of thing 
we do without it, and if you’re sort 
of insinuating that we must be cut- 
tin’ a fat hog, believe me, we’re not, 
and I don’t need to defend that 
with you, or anybody else. 

Is Dan Pallotta a shareholder in 
your company? 

It’s a confidential relationship 
and I’m sure you understand that. 

Stock and bars, energy gel 

120,000. That’s the number of 
“food items” donated by sponsor 
Clif Bar, including Clif Bars and 
Clif Shot, described as “an energy 
gel” that squirts out like the con¬ 
tents of a toothpaste tube. 

Berkeley-based Clif Bar, Inc. is 
a corporate sponsor of the AIDS 
Rides for the second year. Dean 
Mayer, marketing director for Clif 
Bar, said that his company is “in¬ 
volved in the most intense way. All 
employees have been offered the 
opportunity to ride at company 
expense. That includes people 
who have never been on a Ride.” 

Clif Bar is a growth industry 
all its own. Recently the company 
office was profiled in the Chroni¬ 
cle for its work-play environment, 
where employees are encouraged 
to “get motivated” by using an in¬ 
door climbing wall. 

With such a hearty work envi¬ 
ronment, AIDS Ride participation 
fits in with their healthy image. 
“The company has an on-site gym 
and trainers,” Mayer said. “They 
can take classes. If employees 
don’t have a bike, we get them 
one. We’ll front the money for 
them at no interest.” 

Clif Bar held an AIDS Ride 
kick-off party in February, as well 
as a rummage and bake sale. 
“Everybody’s doing what they can 
to raise money.” 

Mayer said that 75 percent of 
Clif Bar employees will be riding 
throughout the country. “The 
others will be volunteering, work¬ 
ing at a booth at different stations. 
Essentially if they’re not riding, 
they’re volunteering.” 

Clif Bar co-founders Gary Er¬ 
ickson and Lisa Thomas are also 
riding in the California Ride, he 


said, along with about a dozen 
employees. In a company of 80 
people, Mayer claimed a six-figure 
allotment of paid services to sup¬ 
port riders. “If you go, your flight, 
your hotel, your time away is paid 
for by Clif Bar.” 

Riders who raise greater 
amounts of money enjoy the priv¬ 
ilege of riding as “Team Clif Bar,” 
complete with name brand logos 
and priorities at photo opportu¬ 
nities. 

At the mention of funding 
problems, Mayer bristles, and 
shifts the subject. “AIDS is an im¬ 
portant issue for us. As the world 
begins to forget about AIDS, we 
don’t see that. We know that it’s 
still important. We want to main¬ 
tain public awareness.” 

When asked to comment on 
the exorbitant costs of recent 
other Rides, Mayer said, “It would 
be nice if all the money went to 
AIDS, but you can’t run a 
fundraising effort without having 
some overhead. I can’t make a 
judgment about the amount that 
was used or spent. You’re bringing 
in new people and millions of 
dollars that wouldn’t be there.” 

He claimed that of the gross 
totals of $100 million raised, ap¬ 
proximately 57 percent will go to 
AIDS service groups. “Much of 
that $60 million wouldn’t have 
gone to them without the AIDS 
Rides.” 

San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion (SFAF) financial summaries 
confirm this. According to a 
brochure produced by the foun¬ 
dation, costs for the California 
AIDS Ride 5 were only 37.6 per¬ 
cent. Rides in previous years have 
dropped from 46.6 percent in 
1994 to slightly less than 40 per¬ 
cent on subsequent rides. 

And even if these figures re¬ 
main high by comparison to less 
elaborate fundraisers, for Mayer, 
it’s a cost worth paying. 

“They need someone to moti¬ 
vate them,” he said. “They need to 
feel strong enough about the 
cause. A lot of people wouldn’t do 
it anyway. Which would the peo¬ 
ple want, $60 million or nothing?” 

Friendly skies 

American Airlines is a corpo¬ 
rate sponsor of the AIDS Rides, 
but has no direct flights from Los 


Angeles to San Francisco for re¬ 
turning Bay Area riders, some of 
whom have been unpleasantly sur¬ 
prised when travel agents directed 
them to United Airlines instead. 

Despite the highly publicized 
boycott of United, based on the 
company’s ongoing litigation 
against San Francisco’s equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, travel agents con¬ 
tracting with Pallotta TeamWorks 
have booked gay riders on United 
flights. (A notable exception is 
Cornish Travel in West Holly¬ 
wood, which instead refers riders 
to Southwest Airlines.) 

The United controversy is one 
issue that disturbed AIDS Rider 
Paul Remagen. “I can’t believe 
AIDS Ride is using United as a 
carrier,” he told the B.A.R. from 
his East Bay home in Lafayette. 

The self-described “asympto¬ 
matic long-term survivor of HIV” 
is an avid cyclist and “borderline 
extreme skier.” His lover, Roy M. 
Coe, wrote the book A Sense of 
Pride: The Story of Gay Games II 
’ 86 , before dying of AIDS in 1994. 

Remagen acknowledges the 
controversies of the AIDS Ride fi¬ 
nances, but will ride anyway. He’s 
also been asked to be a media 
spokesman for the Ride. Despite 
this, he’s open about his misgiv¬ 
ings. “I’ve raised questions,” he 
noted, “and they haven’t been an¬ 
swered. 

“Some people have not donat¬ 
ed because of feelings about the 
[San Francisco] AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. They are not in agreement 
about how it spends its money.” 

Remagen’s concern stems from 
his living outside San Francisco, 
and issues that are not the fault of 
Pallotta’s company, but how the 
cash is dispersed.

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Expanding Medicaid for PWAs

P oor people with HIV will 
gain earlier access to health¬ 
care through Medicaid if the 
“Early Treatment for HIV Act” 
passes Congress. Robert Torricel¬ 
li (D-New lersey) introduced the 
bill in the Senate and Nancy Pelosi 
(D-California) in the House last 
Wednesday, April 28. It has Re¬ 
publican co-sponsors but no en¬ 
dorsement from the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration. 

Current federal health guide¬ 
lines recommend early use of an¬ 


tiviral therapy to check the pro¬ 
gression of HIV infection to more 
advanced disease. However, Med¬ 
icaid requires that people be both 
poor and diagnosed with full¬ 
blown AIDS in order to qualify 
for the program. That precludes 
early intervention. 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, compared the policy to one re¬ 
quiring that air bags be installed 
only in cars that have already 
crashed. 

AIDS advocate have long 
pushed to eliminate this Catch-22 
by expanding Medicaid to give 
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people with HIV early access to 
drugs that can keep them healthy 
rather than wait for them to be¬ 
come sick. 

Clinton-Gore record 

They thought they had won 
the political battle two years ago, 
in April 1997, when Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore voiced his support. 
But that fall an administration 
study found that expansion would 
not be “revenue neutral.” In other 
words, it would cost money. 
White House support vanished. 

“Budget neutrality is not statu¬ 
tory,” explained Christine Lubins- 
ki, at that time policy director of 
the AIDS Action Council. “If this 
administration decides it is in the 
national interest to expand access 
to care to keep people with HIV 
alive, they need to demonstrate 
the political will to do so. Because 
that is what this is about.” 

Instead, the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration pledged to “continue 
studying” the issue. It has had 
nothing more to add over the en¬ 
suing 18 months. 

A contentious issue has been 
how to calculate costs and savings. 
The administration has argued 
that they can only count within 
the Medicaid budget and only 
within a five-year window. 

AIDS advocates maintain that 
calculations should include other 
items, such as savings in Social Se¬ 
curity disability payments not 
made, and taxes paid by people 
who remain healthy and em¬ 
ployed. Furthermore, because 
HIV infection can be a chronic 
disease when properly managed, 
it makes sense to use a time frame 
longer than five years. 

Any of these modifications 


would result in a more favorable 
bottom line case for early access to 
therapy. Terje Anderson, policy 
director of the National Associa¬ 
tion of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA), calls the disagreement 
a “my actuaries can beat up your 
actuaries kind of game.” 

Reading tea leaves 

“This legislation will extend 
access to the drug therapies and 
primary care that people with 
HIV should receive,” Pelosi said in 
announcing her legislation. 

Seth Kilbourn, AIDS lobbyist 
for the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), said, “It goes a long way in 
helping to redress the injustice” of 
poor patients not having access to 
care. It is needed because the 
Clinton administration has so far 
failed to act.” 

James G. Kahn is a health pol¬ 
icy expert at the AIDS Research 
Institute of the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia at San Francisco. Using 
computer modeling he estimates 
that a program similar to the one 
being proposed would bring 
40,000 more people with HIV 
into treatment. 

The additional cost to five 
basic health and human services 
programs would be about $100 
million over each of the five years 
of the model, or $2,500 per per¬ 
son per year. It does not include 
an expanded list of savings. 

Anderson believes that the cost 
may be “less than some people 
suspect,” because fewer people 
than projected may use the pro¬ 
gram. That could be through lack 
of knowledge of its existence, or 
hesitations about the concept of 
early intervention with currently 
available HIV drugs and their side 


effects. 

An inexact but perhaps useful 
parallel can be drawn with do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, where use 
often has been below what was 
projected. 

Zingale suggested that the con¬ 
gressional initiative “changes the 
dynamics somewhat” from earlier 
calls for action. Now the Clinton 
administration does not have to 
unilaterally revise procedures, 
congressional action finesses the 
process issue. 

The measure was specifically 
crafted to give states the option of 
expanding access to HIV drugs 
rather than mandating that expan¬ 
sion. The sponsors hope that will 
make the bill less controversial and 
increase the possibility that it can 
be passed, either alone or as an 
amendment to another bill. 

Jim Driscoll, AIDS lobbyist for 
Log Cabin Republicans, called the 
concept a good one. “It’s some¬ 
thing that is important and has 
interest in a number of Republi¬ 
can congressional offices.” He says 
it is most likely to benefit “those 
states that have been most pro-ac¬ 
tive in seeking AIDS solutions, 
like California, while the states 
that have dragged their feet on 
everything else” are likely to con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

Anderson says, “My guess is that 
we are not going to see the admin¬ 
istration out there twisting arms 
lobbying against Torricelli-Pelosi, 
but they are clearly not going to 
come out and lobby for it.” 

“It’s going to be a weird leg¬ 
islative year,” he said. “This is the 
kind of bill that could end up as 
an amendment, if the moon arid 
the stars and everything line up in 
the right place.” T 


LA report finds $17 million 
mismanagement in AIDS housing

outhern California AIDS ac- 
, tivists were both shocked 
! %f and relieved Thursday, April 
29 when Los Angeles City Con¬ 
troller Rick Tuttle released a report 
documenting what they call 
“widespread mismanagement” of 
the HOPWA (Housing Opportu¬ 
nities for Persons With AIDS) pro¬ 
gram, which is funded by the fed¬ 
eral Department of Housing and 
Urban Development but run by 
the city and county of Los Ange¬ 
les. The report confirmed that Los 
Angeles has been hoarding at least 
$17 million in unspent or “only re¬ 
cently programmed” funding, 
some of which it received from the 
federal government as long ago as 
1994, while homelessness contin¬ 
ues to disproportionately affect 
people with AIDS and HIV. 

“This report confirms what 
we’ve being saying all along about 
the city’s gross mismanagement of 
L.A.’s AIDS housing program,” 
said Michael Weinstein, president 
of the Los Angeles-based AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation (AHF). 
AHF and homeless activists held 
a news conference to draw atten¬ 
tion to Tuttle’s report April 30, 
and to point out they have long 
complained about the situation it 
outlines - usually to hostile recep¬ 
tions from Mayor Richard Rior- 
dan and his AIDS office staff. 

“Rather than look seriously at 
our allegations and interpreta¬ 
tions of earlier financial reports, 
city officials instead chose to 
‘shoot the messenger’ by attacking 


or ignoring us,” Weinstein said. 

Meanwhile, he said, “An untold 
number or Angelenos with AIDS 
lived and died on the streets - as 
money to house them went un¬ 
spent.” 

Local activists have held two 
earlier news conferences at the 
mayor’s office to protest HOPWA 
funds going unspent while PWAs 
were homeless, and held a press 
conference in September, as well 
as a 34-hour vigil for homeless 
people with HIV in October, at 
Riordan’s official mayoral resi¬ 
dence. In both instances they 
pointed out the irony that home¬ 
lessness continues to be a concern 
for PWAs. 

At the October vigil, activists 
pointed out the potential fatal ef¬ 
fect of homelessness on people 
who depend on complex pre¬ 
scription drug schedules, but who 
can’t maintain life-saving treat¬ 
ment while homeless. 

At that time, Los Angeles re¬ 
sponded by estimating that “only” 
between $5.5 million and $6.8 
million AIDS housing dollars 
went unspent. 

Tuttle’s report confirmed the 
figure is at least $17 million. It 
also concluded, in his words: 

• Federal HOPWA program 
funds administered by the city for 
county residents have not been 
committed or used timely; 

• Approximately $17 million of 
the current and prior years fund¬ 
ing has only recently been pro¬ 
grammed; 

• Significant unspent funds re¬ 
maining in contracts from pro¬ 
gram years as early as 1994; 


• There is inadequate long¬ 
term program planning; 

• The recent study did not 
quantify the unmet needs of the 
entire affected community; 

• The LAHD [L.A. Housing 
Department] needs to break the 
cycle of being a year or two be¬ 
hind the funding cycle and plan 
proactively for the future; 

• [There are] inadequate goals 
to effectively gauge performance; 

• [There is] no comprehensive 
outreach program; and 

• HOPWA brochures are out¬ 
dated and only available in Eng¬ 
lish. 

He had several suggestions for 
improving the situation: 

• Evaluate the needs of 
HIV/AIDS patients countywide 
and prioritize the areas where 
HOPWA program funds are most 
needed; 

• Quantify the amount of un¬ 
spent HOPWA funds from cur¬ 
rent and prior year grants; 

• Develop a strategic plan to 
match unspent available funds to 
prioritized needs; 

• Work to speed up the process 
of identifying providers and re¬ 
programming moneys to ensure 
needs are met, including increas¬ 
ing outreach efforts; and 

• Provide adequate manage¬ 
ment oversight of the program, 
including the addition or reas¬ 
signment of senior level staff. 

“I truly hope that this scathing 
report finally serves as catalyst for 
the long-overdue overhaul of the 
city’s handling of HOWPA,” We¬ 
instein said, “but I won’t put away 
my protest signs just yeat.” T

SM (county) and 
pot: a great combo

, fficials in San Mateo Coun- 

<v ty south of San Francisco 
IMf submitted a proposal to the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse 
(NIDA) last month, requesting 
permission to conduct research 
on the medical use of marijuana. 
Despite the passage of California’s 
Proposition 215 in 1996, medici¬ 
nal use of cannabis is still prohib¬ 
ited by federal law. NIDA must 
approve all research using mari¬ 
juana, and is the sole legal suppli¬ 
er of the drug. 

Several studies - most recently 
a comprehensive report released 
by the National Academy of Sci¬ 
ence’s Institute of Medicine on 
March 17 - have acknowledged 
the medicinal value of medicinal 
cannabis, but federal authorities 
insist that more research is neces-

sary before cannabis can be 
rescheduled. Marijuana is current¬ 
ly a Schedule I drug considered to 
have no legitimate medical use. 


The proposed San Mateo study 
would examine the effects of in¬ 
haled marijuana in helping to alle¬ 
viate nausea and wasting. Accord¬ 
ing to San Mateo Supervisor Mike 
Nevin, “San Mateo County is the 
first governmental entity that’s 
been willing to put its money up to 
conduct clinical trials. ... Our 
hope is that these trials will ulti¬ 
mately lead the United States of 
America to change the law.” 

The federal government ap¬ 
proves few proposals to study 
medical marijuana. Proposals sub¬ 
mitted by health officials in Mass¬ 
achusetts and Washington state 
have previously been rejected. 

One local study that has been 
approved is Dr. Donald Abrams’s 
study of how medical marijuana 
interacts with protease inhibitors 
in people with HIV, currently un¬ 
derway at San Francisco General 
Hospital. T

"It was like a couple of freaks 
who like used to be like class¬ 
mates just like mowed down some 
jocks." - Columbine student. 

T he FBI is investigating, or 
not investigating, hidden 
locker room videos of high 
school and college wrestlers, ac¬ 
cording to a recent story in the 
Chicago Tribune. 

Several of the tapes are avail¬ 
able for rent, or purchase, for 
now. Many gay periodicals, in¬ 
cluding the Advocate , have includ¬ 
ed advertisements for these tapes. 
The Internet features links galore 
to this jock ambient porno, this 
most aesthetic form of privacy 
abuse. 

But is it? State cops say it’s not 
a crime. The law hasn’t caught up 
with technology. Most wrestlers 
have refused to prosecute, know¬ 
ing it would only force them 
further into the public 
scrutiny. 

One of those teams 
probably not caught on 
tape, the Nucla High 
School wrestling team (in 
Colorado), was caught in a 
hazing incident that led 
to harassment train¬ 
ing. 

School officials say 
the incident of “sexu¬ 
al exposure and hu¬ 
miliation” occurred the day before 
the team left for the state 
wrestling tournament in Denver. 
All 13 team members - including 
the boy singled out as the “victim” 
- were punished and confined to 
their rooms for the entire tourna¬ 
ment from February 18th to 20th. 

Later, the team underwent 
hazing awareness training, then 
staff and students attended a two- 
day workshop on harassment ed¬ 
ucation. 

That may have to happen at 
Raoul Wallenberg Traditional Al¬ 
ternative High School (in San 
Francisco), where the boy’s base¬ 
ball team went on a trip to San 
Diego. Five came back allegedly 
sexually assaulted. Four came 
back accused. The coach was 
abruptly dismissed. 

A poolside event allegedly 
turned into a form of sexual as¬ 
sault that newspapers will not di¬ 
vulge. Hangers were involved. 

Those of us smirking with a 
Joan Crawford quote have many 
layers of gay defensive constructs, 
irony, camp, anything to forget 
that it may have happened to us, 
or might again. But wait, there’s 
drag already! School district offi¬ 
cials of Pardeeville, Wisconsin are 
keeping mum over action taken 
against a pair of high school bas¬ 
ketball coaches who demanded 
their players to wear women’s un¬ 
derwear for underperforming on 
practice drills. 

District officials will say only 
they took “appropriate action” 
against the coaches (forcing them 
to show up in drag for games, we 
can only hope) following a two- 
day investigation in February. The 


next game went on as scheduled, 
without any Dennis Rodman im¬ 
personations. School administra¬ 
tor Wayne Edwards said coaches 
Jack Vande Zande and Mark We- 
instock remain on 
staff despite the 
complaints from ju¬ 
nior varsity parents, who 
correctly identified the 
“panty drill” as sexual ha¬ 
rassment.

cash is dispersed. 

His agency, the Contra Costa 
County AIDS Task Force, which 
became the AIDS Project Contra 
Costa, annually got around 
$70,000 from early AIDS Walks (a 
separate event not produced by 
Pallotta TeamWorks). When SFAF 
took over the AIDS Walk, Rema- 
gen said it dropped to around 
$ 20 , 000 . 

“The money that people from 
other counties raise doesn’t come 
back to our county,” such as AIDS

“I have never seen a financial 
report,” Lobel said in a separate in¬ 
terview concerning her one-year 
involvement with the MMOW. 

That was confirmed by Red 
Wing, who is also treasurer of 
MMOW. “Until now we really 
didn’t have any money,” she said 
after the news conference. 

But if that was the case, then 
how did the MMOW function for 
more than a year? How did it pay 
for conference calls, fly people from 
across the country to periodic 
board meetings, or retain a staff of 
four? Those expenses must surely 
total tens of thousands of dollars. 

It is believed that the leading 
initial proponents of the MMOW, 
the HRC and the Metropolitan 
Community Church, have provid¬ 
ed “seed money” and most likely 
in-kind services to the group. Red 
Wing was traveling at press time 
and unavailable to respond to fur¬ 
ther questions.

named police sources saying more 
arrests are expected soon.

Absolute carnage 

The bombings have shaken

other bomb exploded in the heart 
of London’s Bangladeshi commu¬ 
nity.

Dozens of ambulances and 
several fire engines descended on 
the area, which one eyewitness de¬ 


years and has an informed per¬ 
spective on “the Pallotta scandal,” 
and is “not happy about it at all,” 
not the usual viewpoint of an ar¬ 
dent AIDS Ride supporter. 

“They need to be held ac¬ 
countable,” he said. “The focus 
needs to be there. People think a 
lot of the money is going to AIDS 
funding when in reality, it’s not.”

“I 
thought I’d have difficulty in the 
past. Having to raise $2,500 made 
it elitist. For people with AIDS, 
that’s a lot of money.” 

Yet, he hasn’t had problems 
raising it. Although he doesn’t 
consider himself rich, living in a 
wealthy suburb has helped. 

Remagen believes that the 
AIDS Rides can be restored to a 
sense of accountability, “if 
enough pressure is brought to 
bear,” he said. “If Pallotta doesn’t 
organize it any more, it could re¬ 
turn to what it used to be. I hope 
so.” T

History lesson 

The first MOW, in 1979, lan¬ 
guished until the assassination of 
Harvey Milk in San Francisco ener¬ 
gized the community. The second, 
in 1987, took root in anger at the 
Supreme Court Bowers v. Hardwick 
decision on sodomy laws that af¬ 
firmed the second class citizenship 
of lesbians and gays. The third, in 
1993, was based on the optimism 
engendered by Bill Clinton’s cam¬ 
paign and election, the belief that 
legal equality was finally about to be 
achieved. 

What is the motivating idea be¬ 
hind the MMOW? It seems to be 
little more than a marketing plan in 
search of a reason beyond the 
generic one of “organizing.” 

Some have pointed out that the 
date of the MMOW, April 30,2000, 
marks the 25th anniversary of the 
end of the Vietnam War. That event 
is likely to garner considerable 
media attention and perhaps crowd 
out coverage of the MMOW. A na¬ 
tional march in support of medical 
marijuana is also in the planning 
stage for April 29,2000. T 


scribed as a “scene of absolute car¬ 
nage.” 

The BBC quoted one eyewit¬ 
ness, Jim Davis, saying it looked 
like someone had “thrown a buck¬ 
et of blood around.”

On Monday, 
Prince Charles toured the scene of 
the Admiral Duncan explosion, 
prompting a flurry of excitement 
in the gay neighborhood. Charles, 
the heir to the British throne, said 
at the time he was there to express 
“solidarity.” 

British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, speaking at a Sikh festival in 
Birmingham Sunday, declared he 
was committed to a multicultural 
Britain and said Britons are out¬ 
raged by “death directed out of 
hate against other peoples.” ▼

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Christophe Rousset’s lyric talents

T here was a time, not that long ago, when the Bay Area, and Berkeley in 
particular, augured to become one of the important world capitals of 
early music. The downsizing of the Berkeley Festival and the decline of 
most of the local ensembles except, on good days, Nick McGegan’s Philhar- 
monia Baroque Orchestra, has pretty much sent that promise glimmering. 
Over roughly the same time, France, and Paris in particular, not only became an early 
music center to rival Amsterdam, London, Utrecht and Basel, it quickly prevailed. The 
French Revolution matched its competition tit for tat on the scholarship and performance- 
practice fronts — and walked all over it in musical personality and trenchant point of view. 
(You’ve gotta love the French.) 

Especially in the realm of vocal music — opera, oratorio, cantata, you name it — French 
groups such as (American expatriate) William Christie’s Les Arts Florissants, (American ex¬ 
patriate) Skip Sempe’s Extravaganza and Christophe Rousset’s Les Talens Lyriques played 
and sang circles — shapely, tasteful French circles — around the sturdier, stodgier and more 
self-consciously correct stuff their European counterparts were purveying. You didn’t have 
to like the stuff, you just did. 

Sempe seems as loath as James Baldwin to leave his arrondissement. Christie 
seldom ventures farther west than BAM. Rousset, the born frog — and, kissed 
by the muse, bona fide prince — of the lot, made his American debut, both 
as harpsichord soloist and as leader of a pared-down-for-travel Les Talens, 
at the Berkeley Festival in 1996. Not untypically in this precinct of the 
music world, he hasn’t been sighted locally 6ince.-That’s a pity, since, as his 
pix make clear, Rousset is an artist to be seen as well as heard, and he’s 
gay as a box of birds. 

The even better news for music lovers is that Rousset is also indecent¬ 
ly talented. And although his highly photogenic likeness surely plays a

W ith a big, expressive voice and a taste in music that 
is more Color Me Barbra than Jagged Little Pill, 
Linda Eder sometimes wonders if she wasn’t 
born too late. You won’t hear her songs on the 
radio, and while her albums sell respectably, her 
sound hasn’t been Top-40 material for several decades. 

But this self-described “throwback” sees a bright side to her spe¬ 
cialized musical stylings. “There are so few people out there doing 
what I’m doing, and there’s nobody who has new material of this 
type being written for them, so I feel I’ve found a niche for myself.” 

The source of that material is her husband, composer Frank 
Wildhorn, who has written most of the songs for her albums, and 
who has found his own niche on Broadway with his pop-flavored 
scores to Jekyll & Hyde, The Scarlet Pimpernel, and The Civil War. 

The sounds of Wildhorn will be well represented when Eder 
makes her San Francisco concert debut on May 7 at Herbst Theatre. 
There will be songs from her albums, from Wildhorn’s current mu¬ 
sicals, and from Havana, a new show her husband has created for 
her, and which is expected to arrive on Broadway sometime in 2000. 

Another Wildhorn-Eder production will arrive somewhat soon¬ 
er. Eder is expecting their first child in August. “It was kind of the 
best window of opportunity if I was going to have a baby,” Eder said 
from her home outside New York City. 

But Eder claims not to be driven by ambition, at least not to the 
extent that she often sees in the people with whom she works. “They

Yiddish spoken here 

Sara Felder's ' Shtick! A Queer Play 
on Jewish Vaudeville' at ATJT 


by Richard Dodds 


ara Felder grew up in a 
house where they told jokes 
in English, and presumably 
to protect delicate little ears, the 
punchlines in Yiddish. “I’d never 
get the punchlines,” she said. “I’m 
sure that’s why now I’m a come¬ 
dian.” In fact, a Jewish lesbian co¬ 
median who juggles. 

Her fascination with Yiddish 
has led her to create a new show 
around that disappearing lan¬ 
guage. Shtick! A Queer Play on 
Jewish Vaudeville, beginning per¬ 
formances this week at A Travel¬ 
ing Jewish Theatre, may be most¬ 
ly in English, but a Yiddish pres¬ 
ence will definitely make itself felt. 

“I felt a responsibility to look 
at Yiddish culture because the 
generation that spoke it is dying 
out,” Felder said during a recent 
interview. “For me, who does rad¬ 
ical theater, just speaking Yiddish 
on stage in San Francisco in 1999 
is a radical gesture.” 

The new one-person play, 
billed as a work in progress, fea¬ 
tures Felder as two entertainers 
from opposite ends of the centu¬ 
ry, but both of whom talk about 
freedom, God, gender, and sexu¬ 
ality. It sounds serious, but a lot of 
the show is lighthearted in tone. 
She performers Jabberwocky in 
Yiddish, for example, and of 
course it wouldn’t be a Felder 
show without some juggling. 

The 40-year-old Felder, a 
Brooklyn native, has lived in the 
Bay Area most of her adult life, but 
Shtick! is something of a swan 
song. Shortly after the show closes 
at the end of May, Felder and her 
partner, Devra Noily, are moving 
to Israel for a year, where Noily is 
to begin studies to become a rabbi. 
That will be followed by two years 
in both Los Angeles and New 
York, and then, Felder hopes, back 
to San Francisco. 

“It’s really a blessing to be with 
someone a long time, and have 
them discover their voice,” Felder 
said. “We have been together al¬ 
most 10 years, and she has been in¬ 
credibly supportive of my career.” 

Their struggle to have a tradi¬ 
tional Jewish wedding became the 
subject of June Bride, Felder’s 
sweet recounting of that adven¬ 
ture culminating in a ceremony at 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav in San 
Francisco. Felder has performed 
the one-woman play from An¬ 
chorage to Washington, DC, in¬ 
cluding a well-received stop at A 
Traveling Jewish Theatre in 1998. 

'June Bride was a big success 
[for ATJT], and they wanted to 
build on that,” said Felder, who re¬ 
alized she was moving to Israel at 
about the same time the offer to 
produce Shtick! was made. “I was 
really scared it was too much to 
do, but it was just too great an op¬ 
portunity to put out a new work 
as a goodbye show.” 

Beached 

Several years before June Bride, 
Felder created the one-woman 
show Beyond Brooklyn, which of¬ 
fered a look back in humor at 
growing up in the Brighton Beach 
enclave of New York. At the time, 
it really was its own separate, Jew¬ 
ish world, Felder said. “I was so 
excited when McDonald’s finally 
came. We had seen their ads on 
television, but it didn’t feel like 
they would ever reach us.” 


Felder didn’t quite fit in, but 
she wasn’t sure why. “I was kind of 
a mess,” she said. “I didn’t ques¬ 
tion my sexuality until I fell in 
love in high school. Being gay 
came to me like being a juggler. I 
knew this was right and this was 
me.” 

Her juggling epiphany came 
while she was history major at 
UCLA. “They had this non-credit 
class in juggling, and I was very 
good at it immediately,” Felder 
said. She has made more than 
merry use from her skill. 

With a group known as Jug¬ 
glers for Peace, she has traveled to 
Cuba and Nicaragua. “And I spent 
years teaching juggling at pris¬ 
ons,” she said. “It’s very empower¬ 
ing to see people used to failure 
try something and succeed. It’s in¬ 
teresting how sometimes some¬ 
thing so silly could be so impor¬ 
tant in another context.” 

In her performances, Felder 


originally used juggling as the 
sugar to sweeten her serious, polit¬ 
ical patter. “Then one day you get 
that first laugh,” she said. “I had to 
learn comedy, find my voice. It’s 
like developing a muscle.” 

Her work is now deeply im¬ 
bued with both a lesbian and a 
Jewish consciousness. “Those 
identities are so intertwined in my 
psyche that I’m not sure which is 
which anymore,” she said. 

At first Felder wasn’t sure if her 
gayness could be reconciled with 
Jewish traditions. “That’s why I 
wrote June Bride. ‘Do I have a 
right to stand under a chupah 
with another woman?’ Now it’s 
hard to believe it was ever a ques¬ 
tion in my mind. I really have 
come to enjoy the struggle of 
being a modern American while 
still being true to an ancient cul¬ 
ture.” 

Felder’s family wasn’t particu¬ 
larly religious while she was grow¬

ing up, and her own embrace of 
Judaism didn’t begin until she and 
Devra began discussing ways to 
celebrate their relationship. 

“It started out as a quite non- 
traditional ceremony, and it be¬ 
came quite traditional,” she said.

'Hollywood Esoterica: Girls , Girls, Girls!' 

Girl gangs, prison dolls

ike everything, cult fave 
movie genres have their day, 
then pass into oblivion. Film 
noir, pre-code, the Hong Kong ac¬ 
tion film, the ’60s splatter movie, 
et ai, have reached saturation lev¬ 
els thanks to TV, video, and rep 
house screenings. All is not lost, 
however. The backwaters of Hol¬ 
lywood — those sleazy studios 
and forgotten B- and Z-grade ac¬ 
tors from the ’30s through the ’50s 
that coexisted uneasily with the 
MGMs and the Gables and Hep¬ 
burns — are still a little-mined 
source of cinematic pleasures. The 
Roxie Cinema has obliged us 
starving cineastes by resurrecting 
13 fascinating, mostly obscure fea¬ 
tures culled from the depths of the 
B units of big studios like Para¬ 
mount, and the A units of Poverty 
Row companies like Monogram. 

These films were mostly in¬ 
tended as fodder to bottom out a 
double bill led by a more re¬ 
spectable movie, but low budgets 
also meant less interference and, 
happily, less obligation to conven¬ 
tion. The result is some seductive¬ 
ly weird generic graftings (light 
comedy meets film noir in Big 
Town Girl), existential girl-gang 
epics ( Teenage Doll), and lurid ex¬ 
poses that meticulously detail 
teenage drug addiction ( Girl 
Gang), female wrestling ( Pin 
Down Girls), prison life ( Womens 
Prison), and of course the eternal 
problem of female-run crime syn¬ 
dicates ( Allotment Wives). 

The emphasis in Hollywood Es- 
oterica is in the subtitle: Girls, 
Girls, Girls! These “girls” range 
from the always welcome Joan 
Crawford chewing her way 
through a florid programmer for 
Columbia (the 1955 campster- 
piece Queen Bee), to an intriguing 
Greta Garbo knockoff who’s now 
a virtual unknown (Tala Birell in 
Women in the Night and She’s 
Dangerous), to the unjustly for¬ 
gotten Gertrude Michael 
(Womens Prison and The Notori¬ 
ous Sophie Lang), a striking talent 
who should have been a star but 
was apparently too temperamen¬ 
tal — or drunk — to make it. 

Watching these films is a bit 
like looking at an old friend 


through a distorting glass. Every¬ 
body seems to be vaguely remi¬ 
niscent of somebody else. In The 
Notorious Sophie Lang (1934), 
frumpy battle-ax Alison Skip- 
worth carries on like a cut-rate 
Marie Dressier. Garbo imitators 
are all over the place, from Sophie 
Lang’s impersonation of “Count¬ 
ess Dineska” to Claire Trevor’s 
fake “masked countess” in Big 
Town Girl (1936), to the entire ca¬ 
reer of Tala Birell, who looks, 
dresses, and talks like Garbo in 
both her films here. 

Major sissies 

This being Old Hollywood, 
queens abound. She’s Dangerous 
(1937) has three, perhaps four 
major cinematic sissies: Grady Sut¬ 
ton, Cesar Romero, and the glorious 
Franklin Pangborn as a prissy dress 
designer with a phony French ac¬ 
cent. We might add a fourth to the 
lineup if we take seriously Mark 
Rappaport’s recent cinematic mus- 
ings on the subject of coded male 
wives. Walter Brennan plays a fussy 


wife-figure obsessed with his 
kitchen and his relationship with 
the hunky young Walter Pidgeon; 
his hysterical reaction to the arrival 
of a woman into their scene tells its 
tale. Another sissy-sighting is in The 
Notorious Sophie Lang; this time it’s 
the homunculus-like Ferdinand 
Gottschalk, who flutters his eyes and 
nervously pats his head far more 
than the ultra-cool title character. 

Some of the films have a more 
expansive look than their budget 
and subject would seem to permit. 
Allotment Wives (1945) was made 
at one of the most threadbare stu¬ 
dios in Hollywood, Monogram, 
but it looks as polished and gor¬ 
geously lit as an MGM film from 
the ’30s. Its star, Kay Francis, was 
one of the biggest a decade earlier, 
and she helps lift the film out of its 
formulaic origins with her mes¬ 
merizing hauteur and a heart¬ 
breaking pathos. Allotment Wives 
was made around the same time 
as Mildred Pierce, and the two 
women seem to have shopped at

L ne look at Reese Wither¬ 
spoon is all it takes to see 
that she is not “from” or at 
all interested in becoming a “prod¬ 
uct of” Hollywood. Quite the op¬ 
posite, in fact. Granted, she is cur¬ 
rently engaged to a Hollywood 
heartthrob, Ryan Phillippe, and is 
carrying his child. But truth be 
told, according to Reese, the movie 
industry is something that came 
along accidentally, like her preg¬ 
nancy, but is something that she 
grew comfortable with very fast.

“I had a very 
definitive Southern upbringing, 
so it’s hard for me to talk about 
my life without talking about 
growing up in Tennessee. It bred 
in me such a sense of family and 
tradition. I was very lucky. It 
helped me establish a sense of 
normalcy in life that I hope will 
stay with me forever.”

High school hell 

Alexander Payne holds an ' Election'

W riter/director Alexan¬ 
der Payne made a 
splashy debut with 
the release of his first feature, 

Citizen Ruth, in January 1997. 

A smart, biting satire of abor¬ 
tion rights, Citizen Ruth re¬ 
ceived rave reviews and died 
at the box office — the typical 
response to cinematic genius 
in America. His second film. 

Election, sends up the pecu¬ 
liar, yet familiar world of Mid¬ 
western public high schools. 

Produced by MTV Films and 
distributed by Paramount, 

Election is a goof—it lacks 
Citizen Ruth's razor-sharp 
edge, but offers a devastating-, 
ly amusing collision between 
teen angst and middle-aged ennui. 

Tracy Flick (Reese Witherspoon) is George 
Washington Carver High School’s overachiev^g 
bitch goddess. She is so good, so smart, and*) 
committed that she snows almost everyone — ex¬ 
cept Mr. McAllister (Matthew Broderick). McAllis¬ 
ter knows that Flick’s clandestine affair with a fel¬ 
low teacher cost the man his wife, his family, and 
his job. When Flick seems a shoo-in for class pres¬ 
ident, McAllister gets the unassuming school jock, 
Paul Metzler (Chris Nein), to run against Flick. But 
McAllister’s plan begins to spin out of control 
when Paul’s sister Tammy (Jessica Campbell) joins 
the race as an alternative candidate. Tammy, a bud¬ 
ding lesbian, couldn’t care less about the election, 
but she’s mighty pissed that her brother Paul is 
boffing the love of her life. 

Matthew Broderick’s Jim McAllister is a para¬ 
digm of middle-aged spread, made manifest in the 
form of a bored, married high school teacher. 
McAllister is so weary and beaten by his life and re¬ 
sponsibilities that his inappropriate aggression 
against Tracy Flick is only symptomatic of his per¬ 
sonal desperation. Broderick’s performance is in 
perfect sympathy with that of Reese Witherspoon 
as McAllister’s nemesis* Tracy. These two actors 
play off each other in such a spectacular way that 
the evil they do seems entirely plausible and all too 
familiar. Chris Nein makes the school jock a re¬ 
freshingly sweet, lovable hunk, but it is Jessica 
Campbell, as his sister Tammy, who almost steals 
the film. 

Election’s frank handling of high school sex is 
one of its most remarkable accomplishments. Al-

though no one is talking about sex, everyone is 
having it. But Tammy is the only female character 
who does it with her girlfriend, and loves it —- until 
her girlfriend dumps her for her brother Paul. Jes¬ 
sica Campbell is great as the willful, independent 
spirit, Tammy. Her performance clarifies the coura¬ 
geous act of stepping out of the high school box 
completely. Tammy has no doubts, and offers no 
apologies; this girl’s Birkenstocks are headed for the 
granola section, and nothing will stand in her way. 

With Election, screenwriter/director Alexander 
Payne once again displays a peculiar talent for illu¬ 
minating a familiar part of our society in such a 
way that it seems like a parallel universe. And no 
segment of our society was more perfectly suited 
to this sort of exposure than the American high 
school. George Washington Carver High is exactly 
the kind of place where a student a little more dis¬ 
turbed, a little meaner than Tracy Flick could eas¬ 
ily pick up a gun and blow away the student body. 
Payne’s gift is that of the outsider, one who holds 
up a distorted mirror and dares us to ask the ques¬ 
tion, “What’s wrong with this picture?” The fact 
that Payne takes on the protective coloration of a 
satirist makes his revelations both amusing and 
palatable. Others may ponder the social malaise, 
but Payne exposes behavior, allowing his audience 
to make of it what they will. MTV and Paramount 
have made a wise investment in talent with this 
film, and it shows in the product. T

i : osie’s Cabaret, home to butt

Every once in a while she 
musters the energy to sing a 
snatch of opera, perhaps the 
opening trill from a Faust aria or 
passages from a new opera about 
the reconciliation of the atom that 
she and her mute accompanist 
Gertrude Rallentando (Rose 
Beauchamp) are composing.

The pixilated Cynthia Forti¬ 
tude is the creation of Helen 
Moulder, a talented and ingratiat¬ 
ing New Zealand performer, who 
knows enough about opera to be 
dangerous. Her alter ego, for ex¬ 
ample, is well versed in how all the 
great composers died, and she has 
strong opinions about individual 
notes. “E-sharp,” she says, “is such 
a dreary, gloomy, drab sort of 
note.” ▼

Sticking point 

'Gum' at the Magic Theatre

11 n Gum, Karen Hartman’s play at 
§§ the Magic Theatre, the dialogue 
1 is stilted for effect. Offered a 
stick of Juicy Fruit by her sister, a 
character remarks, “I have not had a 
flat one.” Her previous chewing ex¬ 
periences must have been with 
Chicklets, for she recalls “the small 
squares of polished stone.” 

Setting Gum in a “fictitious 
faraway country,” Hartman wryly 
plays with language to create this 
land where women wear veils and 
chewing gum is a forbidden plea¬ 
sure. Of course, the play is about 
more than gum, and when Rahmi 
describes practically in orgasmic 
detail the sensations of a chew, it 
is not far afield from a panting de¬ 
scription of her deflowering in the 
back seat of a car. 

Gradually, the tone of the play 
begins to darken, but as it does, the 
quirky originality gives way to dia¬ 
logue and situations that remain 
stilted, but without the salutary ef¬ 
fect of the early scenes. What Gum 
turns into is a grim indictment of 
female genital mutilation, but it is 
not a topic pursued without much 
insight or imagination. 

Gum takes place in the walled 
courtyard of the large home 
where the sisters Rahmi and Lina 
spend their days sharing secrets to 
be kept from their stern widowed

father and tradition-bound aunt. 
A marriage is arranged for Rahmi 
with a struggling merchant, a 
match that at first seems beneath 
this family’s station, but we learn 
why, as her past in pursuit of sen¬ 
sual pleasures is revealed. She is 
damaged goods, and to be remain 
a candidate for marriage, she 
must be purged of the possibilities 
of sexual pleasure. 

If Gum is a play that loses its fla¬ 
vor before its 75 intermissionless- 
minutes are over, there are rewards 
scattered through director Jean 
Randich’s production. Laura Flana¬ 
gan as the rambunctious Rahmi 
and Esperanza Catubig as the wily 
Lina work well together, and their 
efforts in the rewarding early scenes 
have a snappy energy. Aldo 


Billingslea isn’t as secure as Rahmi’s 
conscripted fiance, though Helen 
Shumaker knows what to do with 
the sisters’ strict aunt who experi¬ 
ences a revelation by play’s end. 
Omar Metwally makes a strong im¬ 
pression in his two brief scenes as 
one of Rahmi’s first lovers. 

Gum starts off with a deceptive 
frivolity, before taking a turn for the 
utterly tragic. The trouble is, the 
play’s main strengths are in those 
early scenes, while its serious mo¬ 
ments seem curiously lightweight. 
Gum is a play out of balance. ▼

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plexity to her role as an aging 
beauty whose desperation to sur¬ 
vive forces her into collaboration. 
Birell was the daughter of a Polish 
countess and an industrialist, and 
she retains a sense of that pedi¬ 
gree, however threadbare by the 
1940s, in her scattered career. 

Gertrude Michael was a crack¬ 
ling presence in a string of 1930s 
comedies. In The Notorious Sophie 
Lang, she plays a brilliant jewel 
thief who delights in concocting 
elaborate schemes to confound the 
police and one-up her male coun¬ 
terpart. Michael’s beauty and 
power shine through this role-re¬ 
versal comedy, and we believe her, 
even while laughing, when she says 
things like, “When we quit, I was 
head man.” Michael had other tal¬ 
ents in real life — she was a gifted 
pianist — but also personal 
demons that must have interfered 
with her Hollywood progress. A 
temperamental alcoholic, she was 
arrested late in life for vagrancy, 
and most of her roles after the 
1930s were minor, sometimes 
barely billed. In Allotment Wives 
she has a juicy bit as Kay Francis’s 
nemesis, and proves herself even in 
1945 a solid match for that great 
fading star. By the time Women’s 
Prison (1955) rolled around ten 
years later, she was a tough prison 
guard with only a few speaking 
lines. But she speaks them beauti¬ 
fully in her throaty, liquor-soaked 
voice. Like the other “girls” in this 
series, she makes the most of what 
she’s got. T

Merry motions 
and a damp squib 

SF Ballet's Programs VII & VIII 


Jennifer Blake and Stephen Legate in Sandpaper Ballet

■ ou can’t always tell from his 
W choreography, but Helgi 
m Tomasson has a subtle, so¬ 
phisticated take on music. The last 
two programs of the San Francis¬ 
co Ballet’s 1999 season feature an 
invigorating array of scores, from 
baroque (Handel) and classical 
(Schubert, Tchaikovsky, Stravin¬ 
sky) to contemporary (Graham 
Fitkin, the five taiko composers 
known as Synergy) and the pop- 
est of the Pops (Leroy Anderson). 

Anderson’s merry tunes are 
the basis of Mark Morris’ deliri¬ 
ously frivolous Sandpaper Ballet. 
The choreographer and designer 
Isaac Mizrahi obviously had such 
a good time with the swamp 
thangs in Platee that they incor¬ 
porated a frog motive into Sand¬ 
paper. Mizrahi dresses all 25 
dancers in grassy green tights 
(plus little skirts for the girls), and 
long sleeves that end in gloves, 
making hand gestures distinctly 
amphibian. (What a witty differ¬ 
ence from the ugly green lily pad 
tutus those poor girls are forced to 
wear in William Forsythe’s other¬ 
wise fizzy The Vertiginous Thrill of 
Exactitude .) Topping the overall 
green are chic pale blue T-shirts 
screened with white clouds. 

After “Sleigh Ride” (too 
damned many repeats, in my 
opinion), the curtain rises on a 
phalanx of dancers that proceeds 
to run ground in typical off-cen¬ 
ter Morris fashion to “The Type¬ 
writer.” One dancer is always a lit¬ 
tle late! “The Trumpeter’s Lullaby” 
finds Christopher Stowell bounc¬ 
ing like a jumping jack; joined by 
Joanna Berman, they hoof like the 
most inventive Broadway gypsies 
you’ve never seen. In “Balladette,” 
Yuri Possokhov and sleek Jennifer 
Blake do an acrobatic pas de deux 
that is both amusing and sensual. 
Possokhov is much sexier in 
funny stuff or as a villain than as a 
straightforward cavalier. 

' In “Fiddle Faddle” the tall 
Muriel Maffre’s rubbery exten¬ 
sions are manipulated by the boys, 
a la Balanchine. One hesitates to 
attribute homages to Morris (re¬ 
member that local critic who 
thought Maelstrom was a decon¬ 
struction of Giselle?), but in Sand¬ 


paper there are any number of in¬ 
spired (possibly subconscious) 
outtakes from the evening’s open¬ 
er, Mr. B’s Theme and Variations. 
“The Girl in Satin” has SFB’s three 
divas — Maffre, Sabina Allemann 
and Evelyn Cisneros (Berman and 
Tina LeBlanc are “divine” dancers, 
but not divas) — throwing 
haughty glances and being hilari¬ 
ous with a shoulder twitch or a 
stabbing pointe. 

Sandpaper Ballet is a crowd- 
pleaser without vulgarity, just 
about the hardest thing to do in 
classical ballet. And this is, at least 
from the number of traditional 
steps I counted, close to Morris’ 
most balletic piece. It’s a pity that 
Theme didn’t come off so well: it 
looked underrehearsed and un¬ 
musical. It grieves me to say this 
because conductor Emil de Cou is 
doing an heroic job filling in for 
the ailing Denis de Coteau, but I 
missed that ecstatic musical 
charge that used to lift off your 
scalp in the final Polonaise. 

Better on the same program 
was Val Caniparoli’s Slow, pre¬ 
miered last season. To Fitkin’s 
two-dimensional score, Cani- 
paroli has created a throbbing 
masturbatory fantasy. His cast of 
three despairing couples and two 


supporting boys is somehow 
locked in Sandra Woodall’s omi¬ 
nous black box, with an eclipsing 
moon overhead and upstage 
doors as the only exit. To what do 
they lead: bedrooms? jail cells? 
crypts? Whatever, the cast is com¬ 
pletely occupied with sex, but not 
that stupidly humping balletic sex 
that some choreographers mis¬ 
takenly think is erotic. No, when 
the voluptuous Allemann couples 
with Damian (“Give me Damian 
or give me death”) Smith, it’s a 
real relationship, including ten¬ 
derness, violence, dependency (I 
love the way he repeatedly slides 
down her legs) and the acknowl¬ 
edgment that, no matter how hot, 
these things don’t last. Claudia Al- 
fieri’s hesitant little pigeon-toed 
runs speak volumes about emo¬ 
tional anxiety. 

Mr. B dreams 

Agon on the last program 
looked as sharp and musical as it 
ever has, though someone will 
have to sit me down and explain 
Benjamin Pierce in Balanchine; 
here are limbs in search of a con¬ 
necting torso. His pas de deux 
with Maffre had nowhere near the 
murderous musical power of 
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the same couturier’s. Or perhaps 
Joan lent Kay her shoulders. 

Speaking of Joan — as one 
must, as often as possible — she’s 
on view here in Queen Bee, direct¬ 
ed by Mildred Pierce’s screen¬ 
writer, Ranald McDougall. This 
film, made at semi-major Colum¬ 
bia, is rarely revived, perhaps be¬ 
cause its hothouse atmosphere 
and Southern Gothic dramaturgy 
is excessive even by the standards 
of hysterical 1950s female melo¬ 
dramas. But diva-watchers will 
thrill to Joan’s vicious abuse of a 
whole household of men, women, 
and children, whom she alternate¬ 
ly seduces, mothers, and assaults. 
There’s even a Christina-like char¬ 
acter in a niece who’s a regular re¬ 
cipient of Joan’s stinging hand. 
Best of all is the fact that, despite 
her character’s schemes and cru¬ 
elty, none of her victims makes 
the slightest effort to move on; 
perhaps even negative attention 
from Joan is better than the 
(shudder) alternative. 

Some of the personnel on these 
films are surprising indeed.. 
Women in the Night (1948) is one 
of those “torn-from-the-pages-of- 
life” stories that looks far more ex¬ 
pensive than it must have, been, 
thanks to gorgeous expressionist 
photography by Eugene Shuftan, 
one of the great cinematographers. 
Another superbly shot film here is 
Roger Corman’s fabulous and fun 
Teenage Doll (1957), which looks 
like a noir masterpiece thanks to 
Floyd Crosby, who also shot Mur- 
nau’s Tabu. On the other hand, a 
film like Girl Gang ( 1954), which 
features some of Ed Wood’s actors 
like the slimy Timothy Farrell, 
looks every bit like the trashy ex¬ 
ploitation shocker its subject —■ 
teenage girls who are lured into 
drugs and whoredom — suggests. 


Exotic allure 

The two major discoveries in 
this series, aside from the wonder¬ 
ful Allotment Wives, are Tal S Birell 
and Gertrude Michael. Birell was 
one of Hollywood’s many at¬ 
tempts in the 1930s to re-create 
the success of European exotics 
like Garbo and Dietrich. But two 
bigger-than-life European divas 
were apparently enough for most 
audiences, and Birell soon van¬ 
ished into the netherworld of the 
low-budget feature. She lends a 
convincingly world-weary air to 
her two films here: She’s Danger¬ 
ous and Women in the Night. In the 
latter film, about women forced to 
be “cafe hostesses” for Germans 
and Japanese in occupied Shang¬ 
hai, she brings unexpected com- 
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Rousset

part in his significant record sales, 
he has, at 38, already made a shelf 
of CDs without a clinker in the lot 
and with prizes hanging off many 
of them. Three fine new releases 
from Decca show him at his very 
considerable musical range and in 
all his musical guises, as the 
world’s preeminent harpsi¬ 
chordist, a peerless ensemble 
player and an opera conductor of 
rare acumen. 

Court dates 

Although he is understandably 
unrivaled in the harpsichord 
music of his countrymen, partic¬ 
ularly Rameau and Francois 
Couperin, Rousset has proved as 
impressive in German keyboard 
music. Now he puts his colorful 
stamp on 15 sonatas by Domeni¬ 
co Scarlatti. This virtuoso music, 
mostly composed while the Ital¬ 
ian composer was working in the 
Spanish court, is some of the most 
vivid music in the keyboard liter¬ 
ature (and today as much the 
province of pianists as of harpsi¬ 
chordists). 

Rousset can hold his own with 
any of them while bringing to the 
music his characteristic feel for 
harmonic motion — he accents 
the passing dissonances in the 
music without exaggerating them 
— timbral color and rhythmic 
elasticity within a rock-solid beat. 
Any keyboardist with the requisite 
technique can dazzle audiences 
with these short, characterful 
pieces. Rousset can touch his lis¬ 
teners both by capturing each 
sonata’s affect precisely — and by 
making one feel the fleetingness 
of their brilliance. When this CD 
is over, I miss it. 

He joins a countryman and 
fellow early-music luminary, cel¬ 
list Christophe Coin, in the Suite 
d’un gout estranger of Marin 
'Marais, the 18th-century compos¬ 
er of some still-compelling viol 
music who got his 15 minutes of 
modern-day fame as the subject 
of the film All the Mornings of the 
World. This is hardly music for 
every taste (though the strange 
taste mentioned in the suite’s title 
is also optional), and the star here 
is unquestionably Coin, whose 
performance of the virtuoso solo 
music on an historical bass de viol 
is sumptuous and commanding. 
But Rousset, playing a French 
harpsichord from 1707, provides 
the subtlest of accompaniments.

Notes From All Over 


You really have to listen in, but the 
rewards for doing so are great. 

Still, the major release is of 
Mitridate, the first of the three 
opera serie Mozart composed for 
the Milan Carnival — this one 
when he was 14. It’s in every re¬ 
spect a startling recording. 

The second commercial 
recording of the piece 
(the first was altogeth¬ 
er decent), this one is 
based on concert per¬ 
formances by Rousset 
^and his ace Les Talens 
Lyriques — and it sounds 
it. This 
isn’t just 
mindless 
warbling, 
it’s about something. Sure, the 
piece isn’t Cosi or Figaro, but you 
can play drop the needle anywhere 
and know in a couple measures it’s 
Mozart. For that matter, you can 
also hear the influence of compos¬ 
er Niccolo Jommelli (another 
Rousset specialty) — one of those 
music-history truisms one seldom 
feels — immediately and clearly. 

Mitridate finds the aspiring 
composer in show-off mode (get¬ 
ting to write the opera for Milan’s 
Carnival celebration was one of 
the stiffest competitions of its 
day), and the relentless bravura of 
the vocal writing is, over the long 
haul, a bit wearing, even as dis¬ 
patched by a cast as uniformly up 
to the challenge as Rousset’s. The 
star, plainly, is Giuseppe Sabbatini 
in the title role. His potent com¬ 
bination of heroic timber and 
fearless coloratura makes for con¬ 
sistently arresting singing of a part 
in which one could imagine few 
other living tenors!. 



Cecilia Bartoli sings the role of 
his daughter Sifare, but this is not 
a Cecilia Bartoli record with in¬ 
teresting colleagues. She seems 
taxed by the role’s upper reaches, 
and there’s a hooded quality to 
the singing overall that’s disturb¬ 
ing. Still, her flair for characteri¬ 
zation is in ample evi¬ 
dence. Rousset regu¬ 
lars elsewhere in the 
cast are fine, and an 
intermittent colleague, 
San Francisco coun¬ 
tertenor Brian Asawa, is 
the set’s other hit. Asawa is 
in gor- 
geous 
voice 
and full 
character for this assignment, and 
the piece comes more alive at his 
every appearance. 

Handel with care 

It turns out to be Asawa month 
in the 18th-century opera world. 
BMG Classics took his much-ac¬ 
claimed appearance in the Met’s 
Giulio Cesare as the occasion to re¬ 
lease, stateside, its new recording 
of Handel’s Serse, led by the Phil- 
harmonia’s Nicholas McGegan 
(here conducting the Hanover 
Band) in a recording memorializ¬ 
ing the live production of the Got¬ 
tingen Handel Festival. It's the first 
to capture this odd amalgam of 
comedy and pathos adequately 
(Handel enthusiasts can now rele¬ 


gate the old Malgoire recording to 
the trash compactor), though the 
singing is uneven and sometimes 
unsatisfactory. 

Heading the cast are Lisa 
Milne, who just appeared locally 
in McGegan’s Philharmonia per¬ 
formance of Haydn’s The Seasons, 
as Atalanta, and Asawa as Ar- 
samene, whom she secretly (and 
altogether understandably) loves. 
The number of Baroquenics se¬ 
cretly in love with, Asawa is likely 
to skyrocket with his enormously 
affecting singing of a part he has 
sung often (too often in the egre¬ 
gious Stephen Wadsworth travel¬ 
ing production), knows intimate¬ 
ly and, on evidence, was born to 
sing. This is a Brian Asawa record¬ 
ing, presenting the singer as he is 
heard to best advantage — in a 
role he can act vocally as well as 
sing — and it knocks BMG’s pre¬ 
vious attempts to showcase this 
singular singer into a cocked hat. 

Just over a year ago, Asawa 
sang the title role in a Rousset 
production of Handel’s Admeto in 
Australia. If there’s an early-music 
collaboration that wants record¬ 
ing, that’s it. Alan Curtis’ land¬ 
mark recording of Admeto a quar¬ 
ter-century ago (recently released 
on CD for the first time on the 
Virgin Veritas label and sounding 
as good as ever) was the first to in¬ 
dicate the power that lay in a Han¬ 
del opera performed in a manner 
the composer might have recog¬ 
nized. The thought of what Rous¬ 
set and Asawa could do with it at 
this point in Handel opera histo¬ 
ry is, to say the least, tantalizing. 

Viet song 

In many parts of Asia, new 
films are promoted by early release 
of their soundtracks. By the time 
the movie opens, its songs are on 
the streets and people are hooked 
long before the box office opens. 
Richard Horowitz’s soundtrack 
for Three Seasons, the award-win¬ 
ning Tony Bui film about Vietnam 
that cleaned up at Sundance and 
begins its commercial run this 
week, is already out, and it’s even 
more beautiful than I remember. 
No wonder one of the film’s cen¬ 
tral themes is the power of music. 
Spin this CD and you’ll be clawing 
your way to the front of the line 
when the movie opens. T

background. The trio seems to 
have an almost organic connec¬ 
tion, fluidly taking the lead or re¬ 
ceding according to some internal 
dictate. Anyone interested in the 
origins of hiphop should look 
here. 

Another activist from the peri¬ 
od, Gil Scott-Heron, is mostly re¬ 
membered for coining the phrase 
“The revolution will not be tele¬ 
vised.” That’s unfortunate, as 
Robert Mugge’s documentary 
Black Wax (1982) shows. Scott- 
Heron was a broader talent than 
the clever phrase suggests, a gift¬ 
ed cultural interpreter, musician, 
and rap-rhymer. Like the other 
subjects of the series, he’s shown 
surrounded by simpatico musi¬ 
cians, and one of the pleasures of 
this film is in the devotion and 
artistry Scott-Heron shares with 
his collaborators on stirring songs 
like the ’70s r8cb hit “Johannes¬ 
burg.” Melody Maker called him 
“the most dangerous musician 
alive,” but Scott-Heron has a gen¬ 
tle charisma that counterpoints 
his activist stance. 

Maceo Parker, James Brown’s 
legendary alto sax man, is the sub¬ 
ject of Markus Gruber’s My First 
Name Is Maceo (1996). Parker is a 
seminal funkster whose grooves 
come naturally and have a world¬ 
wide appeal —- this film is mostly 
concert footage from recent tours- 
of Germany. Parker is a good-na¬ 
tured icon who doesn’t take him¬ 
self too seriously, and his alter¬ 
nately expressive-staccato inter¬ 
play with longtime collaborators 
Fred Wesley and Pee Wee Ellis is 
captivating, particularly on stel¬ 
lar-groove Brown classics like 
“Cold Sweat.” 

Sun Ra is the most idiosyn¬ 
cratic of this, or for that matter, 
just about any group of musi¬ 
cians. Born Herman Sonny 
Blount in Alabama in 1914, he re¬ 
created himself as “Sun Ra” — cit¬ 
izen of the “omniverse” and leader 
of the “Arkestra* — in the 1960s. 
Robert Mugge’s film Sun Ra: A 
Joyful Noise shows the maestro in 
all his glory, decked out in flowing 
lame robes, elaborate headdress¬ 
es, and sometimes cheap Hal¬ 
loween masks. He has all the ear¬ 
marks of a cult leader: a fanatic 
following who live with and learn 
from him, wacky get-ups, and that 
conscious air of outsiderness. But 
the film shows him as thoughtful, 
playful, a brilliant manipulator of 
words, and ultimately devoted to 
his confreres and their spacey, ar¬ 
cane art. ▼

Massaging the songbook

clever impersonations and incor¬ 
porates a refreshing physicality 
into the act, subtly underscoring 
the suggestive double entendres 
often hidden in the quick and 
clever lyrics of such songs as “Al¬ 
ways True to You in My Fashion.” 
If Sullivan is absolutely impecca¬ 
ble in her presentation of the nov¬ 
elty numbers like a hilarious med¬ 
ley of “World Weary” and “Weary 
of It All,” first performed by Bea 
Lillie, I kept hoping for a little 
more depth of sincerity in the bal¬ 
lads. It seems as if she were hiding 
behind the facade of the not-so- 
innocent ingenue. 

The two-act concert was an 
immensely enjoyable journey

Name Is Maceo ) and avant-garde 
(Sun Ra: A Joyful Noise). 

Billie Holiday is the only fe¬ 
male performer in the series (un¬ 
less we count Sun Ra, who could 
easily be mistaken for a drag 
queen), but with her majestically 
slow movements, intense world¬ 
weariness, and sheer dramatic 
power, she dominates. Clips of 
Holiday are hard to come by, but 
archivist Dennis Nyback managed 
to corral four for this series. (Also 
on view is a context-setting short 
from 1944 without her called 
Jammin the Blues, a masterpiece 
of expressionism.) The earliest of 
the Holiday clips is a Warner Bros, 
short subject, Symphony in Black 
(1934), which shows her as a de¬ 
graded, abused woman who 
croons “Lost My Man Blues” after 
being knocked to the ground by 
her cheating man (Scatman 
Crothers). In an excerpt from the 
film New Orleans ( 1947), she sings 
in a straightforward, unadorned 
style, with little of the over¬ 
wrought inflection she brought to 
some of the later recordings. Gor¬ 
geous in black satin, she s'ings an 
affecting “God Bless the Child” for 
the Universal short Sugarchild and 
Robinson (1950). 

Holiday was treated as royalty 
in the last entry in this show, a live 
1957 TV broadcast called The 
Story of Jazz. And no wonder — 
the woman renowned as a true 
“vocal musician” is every bit as 
commanding as her peers, who 
include Lester Young, Coleman 
Hawkins, Thelonious Monk, and 
Jimmy Rushing. This is a rare 
glimpse at a privileged world 
where Lady Day breathes bitter 
life into a line like “Love will make 
you do things that you know is 
wrong,” and the mood is mourn¬ 
fully extended by a brief horn 
phrase. She would be dead within 
two years, and it shows. 

Still potent 

It’s somehow more reassuring 
to look back at “golden age” musi¬ 
cians like Holiday than at more 
recent talents like The Original 
Last Poets, who were prominent 
in the late 1960s and early ’70s. 
There’s something inevitably de¬ 
pressing about viewing activists 
like this trio (Gylan Kain, Felipe 
Luciano, and David Nelson) and 
seeing how so little of what they 
railed against about America — 
racism, war — has changed. Her¬ 
bert Danska’s Right On! The Orig¬ 
inal Last Poets (1970) shows them 
to advantage, screaming their 
still-potent guerrilla poetry from 
a New York rooftop with thunder¬ 
ing Afro-Cuban drumming in the

.. Dragone is dogged in her 
determination to resuscitate 
the cabaret scene in this seeming¬ 
ly most congenial of cities. It is, 
however, quite a challenge. Such 
diverse venues as Fanny’s, Mo- 
cambo, the Fairmont Hotel’s pala¬ 
tial Venetian and intimate New 
Orleans rooms, and the boites of 
North Beach remain mere memo¬ 
ries of a livelier era. 

Dragone, whose Hayes Valley 
shop is perhaps the pre-eminent 
source for cabaret (and musical 
theater; soundtracks, and classical) 
CDs, has held events in the inti¬ 
mate “recital hall” adjacent the 
well-stocked store, as well as at the 
Alcazar Theatre, where last No¬ 
vember she hosted a Hooray for 
Cabaret! concert starring the 
Jacqui Naylor Trio,Tom Anderson, 
Mark Nadler and KT Sullivan. 

Sullivan and Nadler were 
scheduled to return from New 
York with America Rhapsody: A 
George Gershwin Centennial Cele¬ 
bration, but following to a last- 
minute cancellation by Nadler, 
Sullivan rounded up her long¬ 
time chum, pianist James Fallow- 
ell, and together they presented 
Noel, Cole and Bart. A concert 
they had performed earlier this 


year at New York’s prestigious 
Firebird Cafe, the enchanting 
evening celebrated the songs of 
Noel Coward, Cole Porter and 
Bart Howard. 

Beginning with a medley bring¬ 
ing together Howard’s “It Was 
Worth It,” Coward’s “Sail Away,” 
and Porter’s “It’s De-Lovely,” Sulli¬ 
van ingenuously wove together the 
strands of the lives and music of 
these three consummate songwrit¬ 
ers, who all wrote both music and 
lyrics, all knew one another, and all 
were, coincidentally, gay men. 

The many interconnections 
among the three men are fasci¬ 
nating: Howard’s poignant “Who 
Besides You?” and Porter’s ribald 
“The Physician” were both first 
performed by Coward’s lifelong 
muse, Gertrude Lawrence. For the 
film The Man Who Came to Din¬ 
ner, Porter was asked to write a 
song in the style of Noel Coward, 
and he happily signed the compo¬ 
sition “Noel Porter.” Howard first 
met Coward at the Ritz in W.W.II 
London during an air raid. 

Equal time 

Though Sullivan’s recording of 
her 1996 Rainbow and Stars show 
In Other Words: The Songs of Bart 
Howard includes such classics as 
“Perfect Strangers,” “Fly Me to the 
Moon,” and “You are Not My First 
Love,” she judiciously gave equal 


time to all three composers. Cole 
Porter was represented by such fa¬ 
vorites as “It Was Just One of Those 
Things,” “Don’t Fence Me In,” and 
“Nice Work If You Can Get It,” and 
Coward by “Why Do the Wrong 
People Travel?” “If Love Were All,” 
and a clever medley about movie 
stars, “He Never Did That to Me” 
and “Mad About the Boy.” 

Sullivan is a beautiful woman, 
showing off her alabaster shoul¬ 
ders and the blonde hair piled on 
her head. (Neither of her outfits 
did justice to her statuesque beau¬ 
ty.) Qoquettish and coy, she fre¬ 
quently bats her wide eyes and 
giggles, acting as if she is surprised 
to realize what she has just said. 
But make no mistake, just like her 
role models Marilyn Monroe and 
Judy Holliday, this is no dumb 
blonde. Sullivan has done copious 
research and is able to recount 
fascinating tidbits of musical his¬ 
tory. She also includes first-hand 
anecdotes, such as the story of 
how, when meeting Howard for 
the first time, he told her, “For the 
first time in my life I wish I were 
younger — and straight.”

Sensitive straight guy croons 


Mandy Patinkin at the Orpheum Theatre

; andy Patinkin is the kind 
' of straight guy you’d want 
for a friend. He sweats 
masculinity, but it isn’t aggres¬ 
sive, he probably cries when he 
watches Dark Victory, and he 
loves Sondheim. And, oh yes, he 
has a thing about The Wizard of 
Oz. 

The sensitive Patinkin re¬ 
turned to San Francisco last week 
for six performances at the Or¬ 


pheum, and his audience was as 
eclectic as his songbag. Arriving 
on stage in his trademark T-shirt, 
relaxed-fit chinos, and running 
shoes, he quickly pulled this dis¬ 
parate group into his quirky, ca¬ 
sual, yet often impassioned aura. 

Another trademark of 
Patinkin’s concerts and CDs are 
the imaginative medleys he 
weaves together. And so you have 
“Loving You” from Passion, fol¬ 
lowed by “If I Loved You” from 
Carousel, “Finishing the Hat” 
from Sunday in the Park With 


George, “The Road You Didn’t 
Take” from Follies, “Where or 
When” from Babes in Arms, 
“How Are Things in Glocca 
Morra?” from Finians Rainbow, 
a song I couldn’t identify, and fi¬ 
nally “Bring Him Home” from 
Les Miserables. His grouping of 
songs may not always make sense 
on paper, but somehow the flow 
feels natural in Patinkin’s inter¬ 
pretations. 

Since his last concert appear¬ 
ance here in 1997, Patinkin has 
dispensed with a segment in 


SF Ballet 


Lucia Lacarra and Stephen Legate 
in last season’s revival. The sur¬ 
prise in Agon was Roman Rykine, 
who leaves something to be de¬ 
sired as a romantic partner, but 
who has the placement, technique 
and stamina that Mr. B could only 
dream about in some of his early 
Agon casts. 

The world premiere on the 
final program can be described as 
a “damp squib,” British for unex¬ 
ploded bomb. Like some previous 
SFB pieces, Stanton Welch’s Taiko 
is as much about costumes, set, 
lighting, theology and noise as it 
is about choreography. Not that 
Welch doesn’t give his cast a ter¬ 
rifically kinetic set of problems to 
solve. It’s just that when they are 
finished you don’t care, whereas 


in Vertiginous Thrill, the speed 
and technical accomplishment of 
the dancers (especially-the electric 
LeBlanc) cause the audience to go 
hoarse with yelps of approval. 

Taiko, based on that incessant 
drumming that some people find 
“spiritual” (some people think Big 
Macs are food, too; chacun a son 
gout), is nothing if not rhythmic. 
Welch has his unisex cast dressed 
in tattooed body stockings cov¬ 
ered with black see-thru “business 
suits.” Called “Mortals” (you can 
tell in advance what you are in 
for), seven couples run, march, 
twitch, shake hands, brush their 
teeth, eat and generally participate 
in a soulless contemporary 
lifestyle amidst abstract skyscrap¬ 
ers and bridges. 

Enter “Belief” (ay! carumba!), 
dressed in a patterned blue sheath 
(not very attractive on a long 
drink of water like Maffre), and 


the setting switches to primeval 
forest. She is the Earth Goddess, 
possibly the Mother Board, to 
judge from the computer chip 
that suddenly appears on the cy- 
clorama. She says, in a long solo 
accompanied by Japanese flute, 
“Get out of those suits, my chil¬ 
dren, and for-ni-cate! And, while 
you’re at it, get religion.” So they 
do, and all I could think of was 
those jolly hippie ballets from the 
’60s by Gerald Arpino, et al. But 
everybody I mentioned this to 
had been born after 1970 and so 
had no idea that this particular 
retro wheel had already been in¬ 
vented. ▼

which several reluctant volun¬ 
teers were brought on stage and 
ribbed for everyone else’s benefit.

In one such mo¬ 
ment, Patinkin said he would 
stop the show until everyone rose 
for a group dance-along to a Yid¬ 
dish version of “The Hokey 
Pokey.” It turned about to be 
more amusing than not. But I’m 
not sure how the older gentle¬ 
man who had to use the re¬ 
stroom mid-show felt about 
being asked if he made No. 1 or 
No. 2. He probably had an IBB, 
Patinkin said — an itty-bitty 
bladder. 

But Patinkin does know how 
to talk to an audience, and make 
it feel a part of the process. Flip¬ 
ping through a binder filled with 
lyrics, an4 consulting with pi¬ 
anist Paul Ford, he strayed from

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com.

Steven Underhill's ' Twins'

" e used to have a little joke 
• - around the B.A.R. offices 
that local beefcake pho¬ 
tographer Steven Underhill’s real 
name was actually Steven Under¬ 
pants. Mind you, we meant no 
malice in adopting this sobriquet. 
Indeed, we considered it a term of 
endearment for an artist whose 
seemingly inexhaustible skill for 
photographing young men in 
their underpants never ceased to 
amaze us. How was it possible, we 
wondered, that Underhill could 
find so much variety in so simple 



Serious fix 

In his latest collection of pho¬ 
tos, however, the 37-year-old Bay 
Area photographer has allowed 
himself to become seriously fixat¬ 
ed with the erotic allure of men’s 
underwear. No doubt some read¬ 
ers will insist that these images 
have returned the sex to an ap¬ 
purtenance that has become in 
our time all-too-ubiquitous; oth¬ 
ers won’t fail to recognize the 
signs of a limiting mania. 

Twins is the title of the new 
book, and it boasts endless images 
of two indecently beautiful

a subject? Having never met a boy 
in underwear he didn’t like, Un¬ 
derhill has proven in a decade’s 
worth of photography that even 
the most rigidly fixed imagination 
can, when willing and able, run 
no end of eccentric circles around 
one subject. 

Mr. Underhill’s first book of 
collected photographs was 
Straight Boys, published several 
years ago. The title was something 
of a misnomer, as the real subject 
of the book wasn’t so much 
straight boys as it was underwear. 
Here were dozens of delicious 
black-and-white photos of boys 
doing all sorts of things, clad only 
in their skivvies. The images 
ranged from the sublimely natur¬ 
al, such as posing seductively in 
front of mirrors or looking wist¬ 
fully out of cabin windows, to the 
ridiculous: undie-clad hunks 
washing or driving cars, sitting on 
fences or playing guitars. Its curi¬ 
ous title aside, we loved Straight 
Boys. The photographer’s some¬ 
times clumsy use of underwear 
was sweetly naive, suggesting that 
Underhill wasn’t so much fetishiz- 
ing as just playing around with a 


blondes, Bruce and Seth Hall, who 
may or may not be brothers. One 
assumes they’re kin, because they 
appear to be identical twins, and 
because Underhill shows the boys 
doing the sorts of manly things 
that brothers tend to do together 
— working on cars, wrestling, 
swimming, building things. But 
since when do brothers hold 
hands and spoon in bed with 
teddy bears? Underhill never ar¬ 
ticulates the relationship, leaving 
it to readers to fill in the blanks. 

What is clear about Bruce and 
Seth, though, is that they own a 
lot of underwear. In almost every 
shot, the boys are wearing a dif¬ 
ferent pair of boxers, briefs, boxer 
briefs or something that suggests 
underwear. Some of the garments 
are plaid, some plain, others elab¬ 
orately striped, and each pair is so 
conspicuously featured in the 
image that brand labels are easily 
read. At times it seems Underhill 
is so concerned with underwear 
that he dispenses with the twins 
altogether, his camera lens focus¬ 
ing solely on the garment itself, as 
in one bald shot of the elastic 
waistband of Seth’s boxers riding 


over his jeans. 

Some readers may be en¬ 
tranced by this sort of acute focus, 
but others will surely agree with 
this reviewer that there are limits 
to what we want to know about 
any boy’s underpants. Neverthe¬ 
less, Underhill brings humor and 
warmth to this obsessional oeu¬ 
vre, one that seems particularly 
well-suited to the physical attrib¬ 
utes of its two hunky models. Still, 
one feels compelled to remind 
Underhill that the only thing 
more stultifying than a dehuman¬ 
ized panty parade is a collection 
of images of the same models. As 
delicious as Bruce and Seth are, 
not even their charms can sustain 
enthusiasm over so many pages. 
So why not make the book a study 
of all sorts of twins, and include 
images of non-Caucasians? In¬ 
deed, one of the virtues of Straight 
Boys was its wide casting of the 
ethnic net. As it is, Twins, with its 
sweeping panoramas of two beefy 
blondes stretching, preening and 
smiling in the sun, reminds us of a 
Leni Riefenstahl film, only with 
underwear. ▼

Sex Worker Film & Video Festival at the Roxie, AT A

:: ince armed struggle is very 
much with us at home and 
abroad, what better time for 
the San Francisco premiere of A 
Gun for Jennifer? This radical- 
feminist revenge fantasy features 
a gang of urban guerrilla go-go 
dancers cleansing the planet of sex 
criminals one dick at a time. The 
B-grade action flick is the crown 
jewel of this weekend’s first annu¬ 
al Sex Worker Film and Video Fes¬ 
tival. 

Sex-working-activist-cum- 
filmmaker Carol Leigh, aka Scar- 
lot Harlot, was inspired to curate 
the festival after having seen A 
Gun for Jennifer. “In general, I 
hate violent films,” she says. “But 
this one mobilized me,"because it 
shows what it would be like if the 
tables were turned.” 

The 90-minute feature stars 
Deborah Twiss, who also pro¬ 
duced and co-wrote, as an Ohio 
housewife who escapes to Man¬ 
hattan with few visible survival' 
skills. She’s immediately set upon 
by rabid rapists, who get their 
equally instant comeuppance 
from an all-girl SWAT team that 
shoots first. 

A la Patty Hearst, Jennifer has 
no choice but to join her kidnap¬ 
per-saviors. Consciousness-rais¬ 
ing occurs via target practice, 
cocktail waitressing, and finally, 
real-time kills. In a particularly 


lyrical passage, a gang member 
describes the group’s m.o.: “The 
job is not the dance. The dance is 
the front. The job is the justice. 
The dance doesn’t even matter.” 

Director Todd Morris does a 
much better job than one might 
expect at keeping things interest¬ 
ing. There’s a fair amount of 
rather tasteful gore and gunplay, 
some glimpses of truly sick be¬ 
havior, and nice concert footage 
of Tribe 8’s Lynn Breedlove cas¬ 
trating her own big, beautiful 
dildo. In amongst the rather 
primitive performances there’s a 


genuinely artful turn by Arthur 
Nascarella as the police lieutenant 
who gives a black woman detec¬ 
tive (Benja Kay) the lead on the 
case. 

Less cinematically sophisticat¬ 
ed than Lizzie Borden’s Born in 
Flames but with similar revolu¬ 
tionary intent, A Gun for Jennifer 
combines Thelma and Louise 
glamour with Aileen Wuornos 
edge. Only patriarchal satraps and 
deeply squeamish women will ob¬ 
ject to the simulated bloodbaths, 
so richly deserved and long over¬ 
due. 


“I’m doing this festival to em¬ 
power sex workers,” says Leigh. 
“The transgression of being a sex 
worker informs the transgression 
of making a film like this. It 
breaks the stereotype of women 
not fighting back.” 

Leigh considers the festival an 
exercise in community building 
for sex workers and fully expects 
an empowering aesthetic to 
emerge. The line between the 
world’s oldest profession and 
artistic expression is traditionally 
blurry, she says, since “both come 
from the same chakra: the second. 
It all comes from the groin!” 

The festival monopolizes the 
Roxie Friday and Saturday with 
over two dozen films, before mov¬ 
ing to Artists’ Television Access on 
Sunday. There will be parties and 
panels as well. Filmic highlights

think they know what they want 
in life,” she said, “but they’re just 
not happy.” 

After all, this is a woman who 
was glad she lost the Miss Min¬ 
nesota contest because she was 
then free to visit her grandfather 
in Norway one last time before he 
died. “I just wanted the chance to 
sing,” she said, “but I was a terrible 
stage performer at that point.” 

Eder grew up singing, albeit 
shyly, in Brainerd, Minn., the 
town featured in the movie Fargo. 
“I had such a happy childhood 
that I didn’t feel the need to run 
away to New York or Los Angeles 
and break into show business,” she 
said. “I never thought in a million 
years I would be doing this.” 

Room at the Inn 

Eder figured she would be an 
artist, probably a painter, and lim¬ 
ited her singing to the choir. “And 
then I met a guy in choir who 
played keyboard, and we decided 
to do a concert one day, and it was 
a big hit, and we got asked to play 
the Holiday Inn, and then anoth¬ 
er gig and another gig, and then a 
manager came along, and it just 
all happened.” 

By the time she entered Star 
Search, the television talent con¬ 
test, she already had six years of 
professional experience. She blew 
away her competition week after 
week, finally pocketing the 
$100,000 grand prize. She used 
the money to buy a farm in Min¬ 
nesota, but a different kind of re¬ 
ward also awaited her. 

Someone on the show knew 
Wildhorn, then a rising pop com¬ 
poser, and told him about this 
singer with the big voice. He got 
hold of some tapes of her appear¬ 
ances, and soon they met. “I met 
a lot of people, but the one person 
who made the most sense was 
Frank,” said Eder. The relationship 
soon became personal as well as 
professional, and they’ve been to¬ 
gether as a couple for nearly 12 
years, though marriage didn’t 
come until last year. 

He featured her on the concept 
album for Jekyll & Hyde, and she 
also co-starred in the 1990 produc¬ 
tion of the musical that was sup¬ 
posed to be Broadway-bound. A 
second try was more successful, and 
Eder made her Broadway debut in 
1997 as the star-crossed prostitute 
who gets to sing several Wildhorn 
pop arias before the drug-crazed 
Mr. Hyde finishes her off.

horn writes for her as “new stan¬ 
dards,” the kind of music that 
flourished in nightclubs and on 
records before the rock revolution 
nearly rendered it extinct. Eder’s 
early musical heroes included Judy 
Garland and Barbra Streisand, and 
she has sung their trademark 
tunes on albums and in concert. 

Because her voice and vocal 
stylings are often compared to 
Streisand’s, her choice to sing, say, 
“Don’t Rain on My Parade” might 
seem risky. “Not really,” she said. 
“I just do it exactly the way she 
does it, exact same arrangement, I 
make no apologies for it, and I tell 
the audience that, because I love 
it, and in my own head I don’t 
want to change it. People use Bar¬ 
bra Streisand to either praise me 
or criticize me, and I don’t feel the 
need to run from it.” 

Not surprisingly, Eder attracts a 
large gay audience. “They’re very 
loyal and enthusiastic, and not just 
sit-on-your-hands T like it.’ They’re 
more ‘I love it.’ I think gay people 
have to deal with a lot of issues that 
make anguished songs or torchy 
songs or defiant songs attractive, 
and they provide a release.” 

Eder says she still feels more at 
home on the concert stage than 
on a Broadway stage. “It’s the 
most sense of freedom,” she said. 
“I can have fun.” 

After this concert tour ends in 
June, she’s heading back into the 
studio to record a new CD. Then 
it’s motherhood in August, and a 
new Broadway show after the first 
of the year. For Eder, nothing 
could be finer. 

“Vocally, I’m in my prime, and 
I’m pretty much satisfied where I 
have gotten,” she said. “So from 
now on, anything else is just icing 
on the cake.” T
